From the time the Constitution was adopted 
no President ever ventured to clothe a special 
agent with paramount authority over the 
Minister and naval authorities in foreign 
countries. That is the gist of the whole mat- 
ter so far as Blount’s authority goes. 


Touching Information to Foreigners. 


In view of the presence of British and 
Japanese men-of-war at Honolulu, the Presi- 
dent may feel called upon to explain that no 
information was given foreign governments 
of his intention to restore the Queen. He 
could hardly be expected to explain how Claus 
Spreckels and the Englishman Davis picked 
up their information that such was the policy 
of the administration. They are simply pri- 

te individuals, who were entitled to guess 

long with the rest of the world. Unfortu- 
nately they are the kind of people Blount 
seems to have taken into his confidence. 

As to the policy of Congress there is little 
yet that can be foreshadowed beyond its com- 
plete and absolute disavowal of the adminis- 
tration’s efforts to restore the monarchy. 
Senator Vest today showed that some of the 
cuckoo Senators are not going blindly to fol- 
low the President. He declared his belief in 
the provisional government asthe de facto 
aud de jure governinent. Necessarily this is a 
repudiation of the administration, for it holds 
that there is an obligation resting on the 
United States to put the Queen back. While 
Vest abused -ex-Minister Stevens he was not 
complimentary to the President or to the Sec- 
retary of State. 

This should be called the expurgated or 
Princess edition of the Hawaii question.“ re- 
marked Representative Hitt this afternoon 
as he glanced at the confidential document on 
his desk relating to the correspondence on 
that controversy, for 1 find that it differs 
materially from the confidential communica- 
tion promulgated by the State Department 
some time ago.

In that document there was a statement 
made to Commissioner Blount by Mr. Ash- 
ford of Hawaii, in which he gave with great 
minuteness of detail a description of the 
habits and companions of the Queen, together 
with an authentic revision of her assignations 
with men and the secret passages built in the 
palace for their accommodation. All this 
matter, however, has been stricken out of the 
documents which were sent out so tmzysteri- 
ously last evening, probably with a view to 
enlightening Congressmen on matters in the 
islands.”’

DE ROY I8 RUBBED ON A TRAIN AND 
TRIES TO SHOOT HIMSELF. 


He Is Assaulted by a Gang of Thieves as 

He Starts to His HomeeHe Is Relieved 
of $175—Police Officers Take His Re- 
volvers from Him-Policeman Carney 
Shoots Himself from Grief at His 
Brother’s Death—Teamster Black Prob- 
ably Will Die from His. Wounds, 

Philip De Roy,.a lake Captain, was robbed 
of $175 m money and his citizen’s papers on 
a Grand Trunk passenger-train last night. 
He boarded the 8:15 p. m. train after pur- 
chasing a ticket for his home in Alpena, 
Mich. 

Soontafter De Roy sail the cara half- 
dozen well-dressed men entered and took 
seats near him. Thetrain was moving slowly 
out of the station and yards when one of the 
men who was seated near De Roy engaged 
him gin conversation. De Roy told the 
affable stranger of his long absence 
from home, and that he was going back 
to spend the winter with his family. Soon 
after the train passed Taylor street, ata sig- 
nal all the men pounced on De Roy, and ina 
moment had his pocketbook containing all 
his money. They then ran out of the car and 
jumped off in the durkness. 

De Roy ran frantically after the men cry- 
ing for help. Frank Adams, a special officer 


and ran out. Jumping off the train he pur- 
sued the robbers, but owing to the darkness 
and the number of cars in the vicinity he was 
not able to trace any of them. 

De Roy was thoroughly overcome by his loss. 
and, in company with Officer Adams, went 
back to the depot to report the robbery. 
While in the telegraph office he suddenly drew 
two revolvers, and, pressing them to his head, 
tried to shoot himself. The guns were knocked 


injury to any one. He was taken to the Har- 
rison Street Station, where the robbery was 
reported and a déscription of the men given. 

De Roy still expressed a determination to 
kill himself, and the police concluded to lock 
him up for safe keeping. When in the cell he 
grew violent, and it required a guard to keep 
him from doing violence to himself. The 
unfortunate sailor said he had been 
home but once since navigation opened. 
A few days ago he returned from 
his last trip for the season. After superin- 
tending the housing of his ship for the winter 
he drew his wages and started for home. He 
had a snug little sum of money for the winter 
and was happy. He was just telling his 
newly made acquaintance of his good 
fortune and the anticipated reunion with 
his family when he was robbed. 

Officer Adams said last night: During the 
last two weeks robberies on the outgoing 
trains have been so frequent that special offi- 
cers man each train. It is a reign of terror 
among the local trainmen. There is scarcely 
a night that passengers on some train are not 
robbed. In some instances large sums of 
money are taken, and it seems almost impos- 
sible to protect the passengers. The robbers 
get on at the depots and ride as far as Archer 
avenue, where they get out.“

Since 
the recent convictions in Chicago many par- 
ties from strrounding counties have been here 
making inquiries concerning the methods of 
the companies, and some Of them have ar- 
ranged to lay the entire Matter before the 
grand jury in January on the charge of 
swindling. 

Fort Waxxx, Ind., ne te November 
fifteen $1,000 Guarantee Investment bonds 
matured in this city and were not paid. Since 
then President McDonald of the company has 
been sentenced to one year in jail for using 
the mails to boom a lottery scheme. McDon- 
ald is now in St. Louis and last night a com- 
mittee of Fort Wayne bondholders . returned 
from an interview with him. He agreed to 
settle for half the amount of bonds and give 
notes on long time for the balance. No less 
than twenty residents have been carrying 
bonds upon which the, premium was $75 
monthly. They are incensed at the company.

The intelligence received from Minister 
wWinis and Admiral Irwin by the administra- 
fion today contains nothing that will help the 
President. Instead everything proves the hu- 
Miliating failure of the policy of restoring the 
Queen. The Navy Department was good 
@nough to give out a portion of Admiral Ir- 
win's dispatch which confirmed the reports of 
the military strength and preparations of the 
provisional government. Not a word was 
at the information received from Min- 
ister Willis, though it must be interesting as 
giving his explanation of the extraordinary 
events in which he is the central figure. 


Willis Should Explain. 
There should certainly be some explanation 


and it would not take more than an hour at 
the outside to comply with this request. 
There is no apparent necessity for precipitat- 
ing upon Congress a voluminous mass of cor- 
respondence, consisting prineipally of phrases 
strung together, the greater portion of which, 
by the way, has already been promulgated.”’ 

Ever since Mr. Hitt presented his resolution 
of inquiry a week ago he has been impor- 
tuned by Chairman McCreary of the Foreign 
Affairs committee and other prominent Dem- 
ocrats to be patieht with the President and 
all desired information on the subject would 
be forthcoming. An effort was made to post- 
pone consideration of the resolution until to- 
morrow, but Mr. Hitt insisted upon his rights, 
and in committee meeting this morning he 
was unanimously supported. 

All Transactions Included.

WESTGARTH IS SENT TO THE ASYLUM. 


The Lily Lake Farmer Who Called Men 
“to Arms” Is Adjudged Insane, 

John Westgarth, the Lily Lake farmer who 
issued a ciccular calling for 10,000 armed 
and mounted men to meet him on the Lake- 
Front Tuesday night, was yesterday adjudged 
insane at Geneva, III. Today he will be 
taken to the asylum at Elgin. When Judge 
Sherwood told him Monday night he might 
go home with his brother if he 
would promise to be back Wednesday 
morning Westgarth said: If I go home to- 
night 1 shall proceed at once to Chicago to 
keep my engagement on the Lake-Front.“ 
Yesterday his mother and four of his sisters 
testified that they believed John had been 
gradually losing his mind during the last 
three years. He did not wish to have an at- 
torney, but his friends employed W. R. 
S. Hunter. All his friends swore that he 
had always been, of exemplary habits, 
benevolent and kind-hearted, and an untiring 
student, Westgarth was given one-half hour 
to talk to the jury. He said that as he meant the 
circular he should have stood by it. He did 
not mean so take blood and his circular did 
not imply that. Had there been a crowd to 
meet him he shouid not have led them on to 
any revolt, but would have told them to make 
either one or the other candidate for Mayor 
pledge himself to assist the cause of labor.

HAIR TONIC IGNITES. 


BURNED IN A BARBER SHOP. 


Homemade Brand of Hair Tonic in Al- 
* fred Otto’s Shop His Customer Attempts 
to Light a Cigar and Ignites the Alco- 
holic Fumes—A Flash Follows and the 
Customer Sustains Severe Burns - The 
Barber Also Injured, 


Men who persist in smoking while ina 
barber’s chair may profit by the experience of 
Henry Hallenstein, who was frightfully 
burned about the face, head, and neck in Al- 
fred Otto’s barber shop, No. 73 South Hal- 
sted street, at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon. 
He is now at his home, No. 454 West Con- 
gress street, swathed in bandages, and vows 
he will never again attempt to light a cigar 
while a barber is putting tonic on his hair. 

Fritz Hotz, the barber who was catering to 
his customer’s wants, fared almost as badly 
as Mr. Hallenstein. His right hand was 
burned and one-half of his long blonde mus- 
tache was singed in such a manner that he 
was obliged to trim it short. 

Mr. Hallénstein is a brother of Bennett Hal- 
lenstein, the manager of the People’s Outfit-

ting company, at No. 171 West Madison 
street. He is employed as salesman in that 
store. Shortly after dinner he went over to 
Otto’s barber hop. which is located a few 
doors south of Madison, on Halsted street, for 
ashave. Mr. Hallenstein tookethe third chair 
from the window. ‘This was the chair on 
which Fritz Hotz worked. 

Everything went along smoothly until Mr. 
Hallenstein was shaved, 
What will you have on your hair?“ asked 
the barber. 
Mr. Hallenstein knew that Fritz wanted 
him to use Mr. Otto’s tonic and he consented. 
He had heard a great deal about the tonio, for 
he was an old customer. He knew that Mr. 
Otto had no faith in the manufactured stuff, 
and that he made his owntonic. He had seen 
Mr. Otto at work many times compounding 
liquids from several bottles. Mr. Otto prided 
himself on the qualities of the tonic and was 
always mysterious as to the composition of 
this hair-growing fluid. 
The barber had doused ‘a considerable 
amount of this liquid on Mr. Hallenstein’s 
head when the latter decided. he wanted to 


smoke. 
How It Occurred. 


He pulled out a cigar and asked for a light, 
There were no matches at hand so he took a 
piece of shaving paper, folded it up, and 
lighted it from,the gas-jet. As he brought the 
burning paper close to his cigar the alcoholic 
fumes from the tonic ignited. ‘There was a 
sudden flash of flame and Mr. Hallenstein, 
screaming at the top of his voice, leaped from 
the chair. 

Fritz grabbed a towel and as quickly as pos- 
sible smothered the flames. Mr. Hallenstein 
was burned badly about the face, ears, and 
neck. The skin had all peeled off. His eye- 
brows, mustache, and hair were badly singed. 
at Madison and Halsted streets, where his 
wounds were dressed. 

Fritz himself had not escaped injuries. His 
right hand was severely burned. One-half of 
his long mustache was burned away. When 
one of his fellow-barbers took a pair of shears 
and clipped the other side to make it match 
Fritz almost cried with grief. During his 
excitement he threw away the bottle contain-

Schwab Atfalr-- Democrats Are Charged 
with Promising What He Has Already 
Performed=Strong Resolutions Passed 
at Phenix HalleOther Meetings, 
To address four meetings was the work 
the Republican committee laid out last 
night for Mayor Swift. For a man who had 


done already a hard day’s work and passed the

But the Mayor accomplished the 
task, and had four as good audiences as a 
speaker could wish. ‘The first place at which 
he spoke was before a meeting under the 
auspices of the Fifth Ward Republican club 
at Swedish Music Hall, Thirty-first street 
and Fifth avenue, The seating capacity of 
this hall was about 1.000, but fully 1,500 
were crowded into it.

An 
effort was made after this to restore confi- 
dence and missionaries were sent out to labor 
with the doubting and the backsliding. 

The Democrats, will hold no more mass 
meetings. They will devote themselves for 
the future to organization. A meeting of the 
precinct workers will be held this afternoon 
at some down‘town resort, and the i 
structions will then be given.

EVIDENCE ACCUMULATES PROVING 
HII TO BB R ROSS.” 


Testimony in the Case at Jackson, Tenn., 
Acainst the Alleged European Claim 
Agent Has a Tinge of the Sensational= 
People Who Knew Him in New York 
Point Him Out in CourteCopy of a Let- 

ter from the American Legation in Lon- 
don Introduced. : 


Jackson, Tenn., Dec. 13,—[Special. ]—The 
testimony introduced today and tonight by 
the government in the famous Howard case 
had a tinge of the sensational. The witnesses 
examined were from New York City, where 
the defendant, the Rev.“ G. F. B. Howard, 
under the alias of E. Ross.“ conducted the 
European Claim Agency and defrauded Amer- 
ican citizens out of thousands of dollars. The 
first of these witnesses was Edward Peiper, 
who resided at No. 227 Grand street, New 
York. He testified as follows: 

„My mother owns the building and the 
rooms on the third floor we rent to tenants, 
In June, 1889, a gentleman by the name of 
Ross rented two of these rooms for about 
three manths. He conducted a foreign claim 
business and his sign on the door read: * The 
European Claim Agency, E. Ross, Mau- 
auger. 

Would you know that gentleman were 
you to see him?“ asked the District-Attorney. 

Les, sir. He is sitting in front of me at 
this moment,“ and the witness pointed at the 
defendant. The defendant had nerved him- 
self to receive such evidence, but when the 
witness pointed at him and swore positively 
that he was no other than E. Ross his 
face grew ashen and his eyelids dropped. 

Mrs. Peiper, mother of the first witness, 
was called next and she identified the defend- 
ant in the same positive manner as her son. 
Robert E. Goodman, City Inspector of 
Liquors, took the stand after Mrs. Peiper and 
testified that he had offices in the Morgan 
Building where Ross had rooms during the 
months of Jhly and August, 1890, and con- 
ducted his foreign claim business. He knew 
Ross personally and recognized him in the 
defendant. Insull Rayman, agent for the 
Merchagts’ Building, rented rooms to E. 
Ross in the last part of 1890 or the first part 


of 1891 and knew that gentleman well. 
He conducted a claim business and 
had a sign on his door with the 


lettering, ** European Claim Agency. E. Ross, 
Manager.” The witness recognized the de- 
fendant as the man who rented the offices 
from him. John W. Murphy, letter carrier, 
testified that he recognized the defendant as 
the man to whom he delivered mail in New 
York addressed to E. Ross, Manager Euro. 
pean Claim Agency.’’ He had delivered let- 
ters to him first at No. 227 Grand street for 
about two months. 
der to deliver the mail to the Morgan Build- 
ing, and when it burned down in 1890 the de- 
fendant moved to the Merchants’ Building, 
where for some time witness took his mail. 
J. F. Buchanan, another letter carrier on the 
same route, testified in substance about. the 
same as Murphy, and positively identified the 
defendant us E. Ross. 

Howard, during all this crushing evidence, 
sat like a man of stone and looked like some 
hunted wild beast. 

Tomorrow's session of the court will bring 
out evidence of a still more sensational nat- 
ure, Among the New York witnesses who 
have not testified are two young women who 
say they knew the defendant in New Yerk and 
that his name was E. Ross and Joseph 
Leger.” Leger is the alias under 
which Howard issued the bogus de- 
crees of the Supreme Court of 
Chancery, London, England. One of the 
women says she made a trip to England with 
Howard. She has 4 photograph of the de- 
fendant, on the back f which is inscibed the 
words To my sweetheart, Joseph Leger.“ 
These words are in the handwriting of How- 
ard.

The government read a cer- 
tified copy of a letter sent to Moore“ by 
the legation, of which the following is an ex- 
tract: 

This is to notify you that Mr. Hodson was sent 
by the Minister in consequence of several com- 
plaiging letters from persons in the United 
States to make inquiry as tc yourself and your 
business and to obtaiu such information, if pos- 
sible, as would enable this legation to make 
proper replies to such letters, and that he had no 
authority to give you any guarantee or assurance 
of any kind, and that the United States Minister 
hereby distinctly repudiates and disavows any 
guarantee or assurance, verbal or otherwise, 
which may have been given you by Mr. Hodson. 

Mr. Canada, counsel for defense, made reply 
as follows: The defendant’s respouse to 
notice of counsel for government to produce 
letter of Feb. 2.

BRAZILIAN INSURGENTS UNDER DI 
GAMA MAKE A HOT FIGHT. 


Euchadas and Cabras in the Hands of the 
Enemy Engage the Loyal Forts and the 
Battle Now On It Is Expected Will Be 
ConclusiveeNaval Officers Think the 
Outcome of the Struggle Will Be Defi- 
nite~Mello’s Friends Deny That Di Gama 
Is a Monarchist. 

Wasntorox, D. C., Dec. 13.— [Special. — 
The advices from Capt. Piekmg. in com- 
mand of the naval force at Rio, received to- 
day at the Navy Department, show au in- 
volved state of affairs at the Brazilian port. 
The strength of the Mello party has been 
materially increased by the occupation of po- 
sitions on Cobras Island and Euchadas. The 
former has been one of the important works 
of the government defense and has a com- 
manding position. The official dispatches 
say the insurgents have taken early advantage 
of their position by opening fire on tile City 
of Rio.

The steamers usually 
he in the upper part of this anchorage, just 
above Euchadas, which is a small island. 

Officials of the Navy Department believe 
Capt. Picking’s dispatch indicates that Ad- 
miral De Gama has grown tired of the long 

riod of inactivity through which the rebels 
— passed and has determined to commence 
active operations against Peixoto. His pol- 
icy, they believe, will be to precipitate a 
battle. 

The outcome of the present bombardment, 
they think, will go far towards deciding the 
fate of the revolution. Should De Gama suc- 
ceed in silencing the batteries of Castle Hill 
and San Benuto it will be a most serious blow 
to President Peixoto. Minister Mendonca isas 
sunguine as ever that the City of Rio will be 
as successful in repulsing this last effort of 
the insurgents as it has been heretofore, 
Commodore Ramsey said there is no inten- 
tion of immediately complying with the re- 
quest of Consul Burke. 

Minister Mendonca received a cablegram 
this evening from Capt. Crossman of -the 
Brazilian cruiser America — that the re- 
pairs to that vessel are practically completed 
and he will be ready to sail Friday next. 

New York, Dec. 13.—[Special.]|—Wealthy 
Brazilians who reside in or near this city and 
favor the cause represented by Mello have as-

The American is 
in no way affected by the assignments... The 
banks of Durham are his creditors to the 
amount of many thousands of dollars,. but it 
is stated they are secured so that they will lose 
little, if anything.

DEATH OF EX-CONGRESSMAN CESSNA. 


The Noted Pennsylvanian Passes Away in 
His 72d Year. 
Beproxp, Pa., Dec. 13.—Ex-Congressman 
John Cessna died tonight in his 72d year. 


[Mr. Cessna was a commanding and interesting 
figure in Pennsylvania and national politics for 
forty years. He was born in Colerain Township, 

edford County, June 29, 1821. He was a 
member of the Ferty-first and Forty-third Con- 
gresses, serving on the Committee on Elections and 
the War Department. When he entered upon his 
eareer he was a Democrat. But when the Re- 
bellion broke out Mr. Cessna became a Republic- 
an and was a delegate to the Republican Nation- 
al conventions of 1868, 1876, and 1880. ] 


Death of a Michigan Millionaire. 
Jackson, Mich., Dec. 13.—[Special. }—Will- 
iam D. Thompson, one of the earliest settlers 
of Michigan and Jackson’s wealthiest citizen, 
died this evening after an illness of several 
weeks. 


Mr. Thompson was born in New York in 1811 
and came to Michigan in 1832. He was promi- 
nently connected with the Michigan Central rail- 
road when it was first built and in later years, in 
connection with H. A. Hayden and Amos Root of 
this city and O. M. Barnes of Lansing, purchased 
the franchise and built the Jackson, Lansing and 
Saginaw railway,in which deal the four cleared 
something like $1,000,000 each. Mr. Thompson 
has done more to assist business-men when close- 
ly pressed for funds than any other man in this 
part of the State. He was largely interested in 
silver mines in Deadwood, siate quarries in 
Northern Michigan, and a number of manu- 
facturing institutions. His wealthis estimated 
at fully $2,000,000. |

LABOR LEADERS TALK 


AMERICAN FEDERATION DELEGATES 
ADDRESS A MASS-MEETINGS 


> 


Workingmen Tarn Out Under the Auspices 
of the Trades Assembly to Hear Samuel 
Gompers, the President of the American 
Federation of Labor, and Other Kelly 
of Pittsburg and McGlynn of San Fran- 
ciseo Make Addresse rhe Power and 
Strength of Labor Organizations. 


They who would be free themselves 
must strike the blow,“ was the sentiment 
which prevailed and was spoken at the labor 
mass-meeting at Bricklayers’ Hall, Peoria 
and West Monroe streets, last night. An 
audience of less than 200 assembled in 
response to the invitation of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly, the object being to give 
local trades unionists an opportunity of hear- 
ing the delegates in attendance upon the 
American Federation of Labor convention. 
The notice of the meeting was brief, but those 
who attended were enthusiastic supporters of 
the principles advocated by the speakers. 
Nearly every one in the hall wore a badge of 
some union or other. 

As President of the Trade and Labor As- 
sembly John McGrath acted as Chairman. 
Seated with him upon the platforin were 
many delegates from other cities and these 
leaders who were upon the list of speakers: 

Samuel Gompers, New York; P. J. McGuire, 
Philadelphia; Frank Foster, Boston; John Me- 
Bride, Ohio; John Lennon, Philadelphia; Henry 
Weissman, New York; John McGlynn, San Fran- 
cisco; H. J. Skeffington, Boston; Martin Fox; 
Adolph Loeffler, Tennessee; B Kelly, Pitte- 
burg; Jerome Jones, Nashville; William B. Pres- 
cott; and James Duncan of Baltimore, 

The Speakers, 

Chairman McGrath called the meeting to 
order, and after a few remarks presented B. 
J. Kelly, the Chief of the flint glassworkers of 
America. He termed the World's Fair and 
the religious congresses the two great events 
of the century. John McGlyan, who said that 
talk had ceased to be a virtue and that it was 
time for action with labor people, was the 
next speaker. Then came James Duncan, a 
stonecutter, who said that recent events 
have proven that the Republican or Demo- 
cratic candidate 1s very likely to be eithera 
liar or a thief and, on a great many occasions, 
both,“ and none but labor men should be put 
on guard. This was cheered. At the end of 
his speech Delegate Glackin of the Painters’ 
Union wanted to take exception to some of 
his remarks, and William Janes of the Trade 
and Labor Assembly insisted that he should 
not. The Clmirman quieted botn. . 

When Samuel Gompers was introduced he 
was received with applause. He spoke to the 
sentiment, ** They who would be iron them- 
selves must strike the blow,“ and referred to 
the Lehigh Valley railway strike as a great 
labor victory. Mr. Gompers was frequently 
interrupted by applause as he discussed the- 
strength and weaknesses ef the labor unions 
aud told of the work that had been done dur- 
ing the last thirty years to help the laboring 
man. 

Following Mr. Gompers Frank Foster of 
Boston spoke of the rights of labor to organ- 
ize and of theapplication of the power thus 
made. Followmg him Jerome Jones spoke 
briefly on the subject of trade organizations 
in the South. He said his State (Tennessee) 
was behind in this work. In the South men 


worked from eleven to fourteen hours a day. 


and were paid $3 to $4 a week. 
Chairman McGrath’s Remarks. 


Chairman John McGrath in calling the 
meeting to order said: 

Ladies and Gentlemen and Fellow-Workers: 
As President of the Trades Assembly I have much 
pleasure in presiding at this meeting of workthe- 
men and friends of workingmen. We have amovug 
us many delegates from the American Federation 
of Labor from all over this country who were 

wesent this afternoon in convention at the City 
lall. The immense army of organized labor 
from all over this country may depend upon it 
that whatever can be done will be done in order 
to conserve the best interests of organized labor 
on the line of the rights of men guaranteed in 
the constitution of our country. I now take 
3 in introducing Mr. B. J, Kelly of Pitts- 
urg. a representative of the Glass-Workers of 
America. 
IB. J. Kelly’s Speech, 


Mr. Kelly was received with cheers and ap- 
plause. He said: 

It does me proud to be able to stand here and 
address you this evening. I am not an eloquent 
speaker, nor do I know so much of the eondition 
of your city as you yourselves know. I Will sa 
that since I have been in the City of Chicago 
am proud to have seen one thing, and that is the 
fact that there is one honest-hearted man, one of 
the favored few, one who has thousands under 
his command, and who has the heart and soul to 
come before the convention of laboring men and 
help us, and whom we call Henry D. Lioyd. [Ap- 
plause. | I am also proud to say that in 
the City of Chicago, representing its millions of 
idle workingmen, representing its thousands 
basking in the sunlight of prosperity, riding in 
their carriages and coaches, that this man was 
one of them to come forward and advocate our 
cause. I am also proud to say that during the 
last year we have seen in the City of Chicago 
two of the grandest events that have ever oc- 
curred in the history of the Nation. We have 
seen first the grand sight, the spectacle of the 
great World's Fair, patting up buildings that 
have cost miilions. % have seen also that Con- 
gress of Religions, where sitting down together 
were representatives of Mohammedans, Budd- 
hists, Protestants, Catholics—everything, and 
without one dissenting voice. And, further, I 
am glad to say that I live under the American 
flag that permits such a thing to be done [ap- 
plause}, and I am proud that I am an American 
citizen. I thank you very much. [{ Applause. |} 


. John McGliynn Speaks, 


The next speaker was John McGlynn of San 
Francisco, who spoke about the hardships and 
injustice which the seamen under the employ 
of the United States encounter. He said: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies, and Gentlemen: For 
one, I am heartily sick of the necessity of work- 
ingmen talking to workingmen about things they 
should have known since they knew how to draw 
breath. Iam considerably tired of the general 
proposition of appearing before an enthusiastic 
assembly and then as soon as the meeting is over 
have the same men who heard the speech and ap- 
plauded the loudest go out and forget all about 
it and to say: “Well, Mc(ilynn had an ax to 
grind and was giving us taffy. This sort of talk- 
ing may seem strange to you, but [can assure 
you that it is the sentiment of pretty nearly all 
the workingmen of the Pacific coast. We 
are tired of trying to butter parsnips 
with soft * words and propose | act 
more and talk less. I have occasionally 
a strong desire to kick the speaker who bewails 
the capitalistic greea and monopolistic oppres- 
sion, and the indifference of this and the cruelty 
of that. What have you to kick about except 
your own infernal stupidity, selfishness, and 
prejudices? There is not an abuse known to 
civilization, especially in the United States, that 
could any more stand before the will of the 
people than a snowflake against a furnace. It is 
proof positive that you are willing and destrous 
of being oppressed, cheated, and otherwise mal- 
treated by the mere fact that you are permitting 
it to be dome. I do not say that there are not 
enough quite willing and eager to oppress you; 
but they would not if you once knew what your 
rights are and you determined to enforce them, 

The speaker then turned his attention to 
the alleged wrongs of sailors, saying: 

There is not a flag that floats over a vessel of 
any other country in the world but what, if a 
tently part of the abuses that are heaped upon 
the sailors of our ships were given them, would 
not cost that Captain to be degraded and dis- 
graced forever by his government. Our daily 
papers are filled, morning after morning, of the 
needs of the United States for an American navy. 
We are spending millions of dollars to build 
magnificent boats and we seem to be taxi the 
utmost ingenuity of the minds of our legislators 
in order to insure that, were the occasion to arise, 
with which we could defend our Nation. And I say 
that those warships would have to be manned by 
Chinese, because a decent, self-respecting, intelli- 
gent seaman could not endure the misery in which 
they place him. If you think that this is strong 
language go askasailor whom you knowis a sail- 
or whether I am speaking like a labor agitator 
or solid facts. 3 me 

Do you know that prisoners in Sing Sing and in 
Joliet have 60 per cent better and 35 per cent 
better food than that demanded by law in Amer- 
ican merchant vessels? Do you know that a sail- 
or in order to regain liberty in the United States 
must sacrifice all his wages he has earn 
clothing, and serve three months in jail. There 
have been sights in the Port of San Francisco 
and in the criminal and civil courts of that vort 
that make a man biush to think that this is an 
American institution that compels such sights. 
Not two years ago one ot. called the Ruse, 
came into the Port of San Francisco with eight 
men laid up with scurvy. Another ship came in 
and there were three died at sea and twelve were 
in their bunks sick. The officers of the ship were 
arrested and brought before our United States 
Judge, He gave ay severe penalty to the 
Captain and mates. He discharged them with a 
rebuke and told them that there was utely 
no excuse for such a state of things n green 

lemon — — and other preventives of 

such diseases were to be had so abun and 

cheaply. That is what the American seaman 

endures and we are spending millions for a navy. 

What will it cost to find men to man these ships?

I am free to admit that conditions of labor, as 
a rule, are better in our age than they were bo- 
fore. I am not one who declares that the whole 
struggle of the human family is one vast fallacy. 
On the contrary [ recognize the great good that 
has been accomplished. I recognize the progress 
that has been made. I recognize the vantage 
ground obtained, but I say that we can by reason 
of the advance and progress made, we can see 
and discern clearer the Wrongs that are inflicted 
upon our fellows and ourselves, and are detor- 
mined to obliterate them from the affairs of man. 
[Applause |. * i 

1 lay this down as a proposition underlying the 
labor movement and upon Which I think it can 
afford to stand or fall: That wherever a man or 
woman desiring to work, capable of work, cannot 
find the opportunity to work to sustain life and 
to obtain the necessaries of life, that system of 
society is rotten at its base and foundation [ap- 
plause}, that it is rooted in injustice, and that it 
—— the earnest, the honest, the determined 
and unremitting effort of the toiling masses of 
our entire country and the world to supplant it 
by justice, fair dealing among men and mankind, 
Jam pot unmindful of the elements with which 
we have to contend. I do not underestimate the 
powers which confront us and which antagonize 
us, nor do 1 overestimate their power and 
strength. 


Power of Labor Organizations, 


I do not underestimate the power and strength 
of our organizations of labor, nor do | overesti- 
mate them. I believe without égotfsm, and con- 
sider that { have a fair coneeption of what they 
are doing and what they can do. And in recog- 
nizing that fact I am free to admit that at times 
such as we are now in the midst of it is popular, 
it is the current thought, it is the fashionable 
thing to say that the trade unions are impotent 
to fight the contests of labor, and I. from an ex- 
verience of nearly thirty years, and after a care- 

ul study of our movement, not only in the Unit- 
ed States, but wherever the trade unions were 
formed, I say to you, my friends, that the trade 
unions now existing in the United States are 
factors which hold in check the avalanche of 
panic which has seized our country [| applause], 
and intense as this panic is, fearful as the poverty 
which exists is, pained and hungry as many thou- 
sands of our fellow-workers are, it is almost stu- 
pendous to even imagine for a moment the condi- 
tions which would have prevailed and would pre- 
vail if our trade unions were not to act as the 
breakwater and the dam. | Applause. } 

My friends, there are a number of people who 
at this time more than any other find it the best 
opportunity to hurl their antagonism and their 
epithets at the organizations of tne trades unions. 
The fact that they maintain themselves; the fact 
that they stand as a solid body; the fact that the 
trades unions are capable of having a convention 
in the midst of these overwhelming—al mast over- 
whelming—conditions, such as are taking place, 
the American Federation in the City of Chicago, 
is the best answer to the carping critics and 
antagonists of the labor movement. [Applause.] 
Il say to you, my friends, say that the trade un- 
ions are impotent or weak. I khow where they 
are weak and where they could be made stronger, 
and it becomes our duty to try and make them 
strouger, and make their vulnerable points in- 
vuinerable. But ask you. my friends, in the 
midst of this cyclone that has been coming upon 
us for the last three months, the corporations 
andthe Fair employés, and some who might 
think that they are Fair employers, endeavoring 
to take advantage of labor and concentrating 
their efforts upon organized labor in antagonism.

The men 
who are known as the captains of industry have 
demonstrated by the fact of the thousands and 
hundreds of thousands of unemployed, wiijjing 
toilers that their reign and rule bee been @ sad 
fallacy, and that they, are incompetent to be the 
captains. 

Jam certain, however, the work of organiza- 
tion, the work of obtaining our rights must be 
gradual in its character and must conform to the 
»rogress, the intelligence of cur fellow-workers. 

he trade unions are what we are. They repre- 
sent our ideas, our views, our intelligence, and 
they can be made exactly what we want to make 
them. They are elastic in character. They are 
narrow as we are narrow-minded; they are broad 
as we expand our views. And the organization 
and the trade union is the concrete or the aggre- 
gate expression of our aggregate intelli- 
gence and wants. When we say that 
the trade unions are narrow, or 
that they are no good, we simply declare that we 
each and every one of us, are narrow and no 
good. Now, more than ever, is it necessary to 
stand true to the banner of trade unionism. Now, 
more than ever, is it necessary to defend our po- 
sition. And during our present industrial crisis 
our fight may be a defensive one, but hold on to 
the organization. Men who may be employed, 
men who may be earning small wages, hoid on to 
the organization. You may be making sacrifices 
now, but you would be ne Hal greater sacrifices 
if you would leave tho union. 

The fact that the union exists is in itself a 
power and a factor which prevents the employ- 
ing class from taking unfair and undue advan- 
tage ot vou. [Applaus.] Evenif that were the 
only consideration, but there are others, 
many others, onewf which at least 1 desire to 
mention, is this: That if the unions, the trades 
unions were to be disbanded, if you were to leave 
your organizations, Wes the revival in in- 
dustry should come around, when trade 
should take a boom, you would have no 
organizations to help you take advantage of 
the improved conditions, but you would have to 
lose six months or a year or longer in order to 
organize, while on the other hand if you main- 
tain your organizations, and the revival in in- 
dustry comes, you will be prepared to immediate- 
ly take advantage of the improved conditions, 
and then not only get back that which has 
been taken from you, but so much more and 
more, and still more expanding our organiza- 
tions, until we get all that we produce, the re- 
sults of our labor, and emancipate the toiling 
masses, [Applause. ] 


Appeals for Organization, 


There are many things to say. There are many 
of our friends here to say them. I have spoken to 
Chicago workingmen often, It is not a new 
thing for me to address you. 1 have not spoken 
possibly upon very many essential points, but 1 
do urge and appeal to you, fellow-workmen, 
those who are not members of the union, to or- 
ganize in your unions; those who are members, 
stand true to its fold and banner. Try to share 
the work t you have with those who have 
none at all; try to help make sacrifices in order 
that they may tide this struggle over. Carry 
them along as best you can, for I am sure if we 
do not we will simply be playing into the hands 
of our enemies. 

The thought comes to me that a few months 
ago the Governor of the State of New York came 
to Chicago to the World's Fair, and being inter- 
viewed upon the matter of the rolief of the work- 
men he said: Within ten days the wheel of in- 
dustry will be whirling again and no trace of the 
industrial and financial crisis will be apparent. 
I took occasion to say at a meeting after that 
wise declaration that if the Governor's states- 
manship was not superior to his proph it must 
certainly be at a very low par, and that his repu- 
tation as a prophet was necessarily sacrificed. 
Just look at the conditions as they are. It makes 
strong men weep and strikes at the heart and 
very soul. We are grateful to those who are giv- 
ing something, but what labor wants is not char- 
ity; it wants work, ‘Apptanse. | The right to 
work is an inherent right, for it means the right 
to live, and no man should have it in hi 
to deny the right of a man to live.

HEAVY LOSSES BY FIRE AND WATER. 


Flames at Troy, N. V., Cause Damage Ag- 
gregating $400,000—Big Insurances. 

Troy, N. I., Dec. 13.—Fire started tonight 
in Henry Stowell’s job printing office in Can- 
non place. The building is owned and in the 
main occupied by William H. Freer, the larg- 
est dry goods dealer in this city. The flames 
worked their way westwardly from the north. 
east corner along the entire length of the 
building. At this time it is impossible to ap- 
proximately estimate the loss, but it will be 
very heavy, as the immense stock will be 
damaged by smoke and water. H. B. Nims 
& Co. occupied a hall in the top part of the 
build ing as a bicycle repatr shop. Freer has 
$269,000 insurance, Stowell $16,000, and 
Nims & Co. $12,000. 

Mr. Frear's loss is over $250,000, princi- 
pally by water. The whole establishment is 
ruined. The total loss will aggregate in the 
neighborhood of $400,000. It is believed it 
will be covered by insurance, 

Duuvtn, Minn., Dee. 13)—[Special.]—The 
Conan Building was partially burned this 
morning and the stock of Levine Bros., cloth- 
ing dealers, was damaged, mostly by water, 
to the extent of $50,000. The  build- 
ing was injured about $1,000, 
and was insured for $7,000 
with $5,000 of rent insurance. The origin 
of the fire is a mystery. The blaze apparent- 
ly started in the rear of the Levine store. 
There were several stoves in the building, but 
a rigid investigation made today by the city 
Fire Warden fails to show thatany of these 
were responsible for the blaze. The fire 
is likely tu be the cause of a searching investi- 
gation. The thermometer was 20° below 
while the fire was burni and everything in 
the store is frozen solid. The Levine stock 
was valued at about $70,000 and was insured 
for $46,500.

NO HOPE FOR THE ROTTEN MONARCHY 


The People Determined That the Queen 
Shall Not Be Restored. 


San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 13.—P. S. Jones, 
Minister of Finance under Queen Liliuokalani 
at the time the ministry was deposed for want 
of confidence, and subsequently Minister of 
Finance under the provisional government, 
was a passenger on the Oceanic, He spoke to 
a United Press representative as follows: 


There is intense feeling on the islands and a 
positive determination to resist force by force, 
Should the United States attempt to place the 
Queen on the throne despite the edrnest protest 
of the better class of people those havi vital 
interests at stake there will certainly and abso- 
lutely cause trouble. The determination to resist 
the restoration of the Queen is born of the con- 
viction of right and a sense of duty. The pro- 
visional government teok chances ns at it over- 
threw the rotton monarchy and now proposes to 
abide by them. Insofar as Mr. Blount’s impar- 
tiality is concerned he positively refused to hear 
evidence likely to clash with his preconceived 
ideas. From my intimate acquaintance with the 
Queen's government, derived while Minister 
under it, thoroughly acquainted with all its rot- 
tenness, I offered to give him the benefit of my 
observations, but he peremptorily refused to 
listen to me. 

The idea, of resorting to force to resist the 
ga restoration is permeating all classes, 

ld men have offered their services in case of ne- 
cessity, or. summing up this feature in the words 
of an old and prominent citizen who proffered 
his aid, Captain, I'm old and can't do much, 
but Il can stop a bullet.

Dominion of Canada. Hesuggested the appoint- 
ment of a committee to consider the matter and 
invited the closest attention to ft. Let me say 
that if there is any suspicion that the present sit- 
uation in the islands be ehanged without a vigor- 
ous protest on the part of the provisional gov- 
ernment that suspicion is erroneous. 

Briefly, my opinion of the whole situation is 
this: Recently a very small bird was hatched in 
Hawaii.

HURLED TWENTY FEET BY THE TRAIN 


Charies Schroeder of St. Louis Loses His 
Life on [Illinois Central Tracks. 

Charles Schroeder of No. 3161 Clifton 
place, St. Louis, supposedly a plumber, was 
killed instantly last night by an Illinois 
Central suburban train between Seventy- 
third and Seventy-fourth streets.

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CENSUS OF THE POOR.

DR ISAAC A. HOURWIOH’S INVESTI- 


GATIONS AT THE OITY HALL. 


With His “lacs in Statistics He Makes a 
Tour of the Corridors and Gathers Data 
from the Unemployed—KReasons Are 
Given by the Unfortunates as to Why 
They Are in the Condition in Which 
They Are Now Found- Comparative 
Figures in the Statistics Gathered. 


Dr. Isaac A. Hourwich of the Department 
of Statistics in the University of CRicago; as- 
sisted by the larger portion of his class in 
statistics and members of the sociological de- 
partment of the university, has gathered data 
relative to the unemployed in Chicago which 
will throw considerable light “upon the real 
causes of the present destitution. The latest 
of these investigations was made Sunday 
night at the City Hall, at ‘which time Dr. 
Hourwich interviewed over 125 men who 
sought lodging in the City Hall corridors. 
These interviews were, for the most part, con- 
ducted on a scientific basis, the subjects 
chosen being quite representative of the hordes 
which gather nightly at the City Hall. 

It will be of interest first to review the work 
of the police census of Sept. 28 as bearing di- 
rectly on the investigation now undertaken 
by Dr. Hourwich and as considered by him. 
The police census showed that on an average 
laboring forces were reduced one-third. Sub- 
sequent reports intlicate that 75,000, the 
number unemployed Sept. 28, is now im 
creased. These later investigations have been 
made chiefly by Dr. Hourwich and staff and 
the volunteer visitors, these last named being a 
charitable organization effected for canvassing 
purposes, and the creation of public sympathy 
in behalf of the unemployed. In this argan- 
ization Miss Jane Addums of Hull House fig- 
ures prominently. Within this society is a 
volunteer committee which distributes blanks 
for the purpose of getting fuller information 
regarding the destitute, and securing house- 
to-house canvassers. Dr. Hourwich and 
the volunteers have thus far received 
over 2,000 statements giving inan accurate 
and complete form the condition of 
Chicago’s poor. Dr. Vine. who is connected 
with the Census Department at Washington, 
has been retained by the Volunteer committee 
to prepare a chart based upon the data now 
being collected. He made out a chart two 
weeks ago, in which he showed that the 

reatest misery was on the West Side. Mr. 

Valdo of Hull House is now in charge of the 
volunteer work, with headquarters at Room 
No. 817 Royal Insurance Building. The 
2,000 blank forms which have already been 
filled out are in his possession. 

West Side Statistics, 

A week ago Dr. Hourwich and his class in 
statistics canvassed West Van Horne street 
and collected some valuable material. This 
is a district in which many different and yet 
almost equally adverse conditions exist. A 
large part of the population resident on this 
street during the summer months had moved 
away, and in many cases had been ejected by 
landlords for failure to meet rents. The 
people are mostly iu debt, and but one Amer- 
ican family was found in the district, the pop- 
ulation being largely Polish and Bohemian. 
Dr. Hourwich gives his experience in this 
canvass as follows: 

The first house I entered was situated in the 


rear of the street, and was occupied by a Bohe- 
mian family. In fact, it could scarcely called 


a house, as it consisted of but one small room, 


into which were crowded a table, a stove without 
tuel, a chair, and a bed scantily furnished. There 
were also a few traps in the corner. On inquir- 
ing, I was informed by the woman within that her 
husband was out looking for work, that there was 
little to éat in the house, and that one month’s 
rent was due ($7). The woman also showed me 
the wardrobe of her husband, which consisted of 
a pair of boots and two pairs of patched trousers. 

he second case was a Polish family living in a 
single room in the basement facing the street. 
There was a little fire in the stove, but the head 
of the family was an oldman, who depended on 
the earnings of his wife, who ‘usually washed for 
50 cents per day. Washing, she said, was hard 
to get, as people were doing their own washing. 
Her husband used to clean street pits, but owing 
to the general rush for such work was unable to 
secure regular employment. 

The third case wasa Lithuanian family from 
Russia which had lived here ten years, and gave 
evidence of having recently been well-to-do — 
thrifty. Their manner of living showed that they 
were not used to their present condition. The 
house was clean and was set about with pot 
flowers. The father had applied for work on the 
canal, but had not succeeded, and had been idle 
several months, was $70 in debt, and no prospects 
of solvency. 

In the City Hall. 


Coming now to the City Hail investigation 
of last Sunday night the persons interviewed, 
While not numerous, were eminently repre- 
sentative, and the appended figures are tabu- 
lated from testimony regarded as reliable. 

Out of a total of 100 persons selected at 
random in the crowd forty-one were found to 
be foreigners by birth and fifty-nine Ameri- 
cans. Of the foreign contingent Germany, 
Ireland, and Scotland led in the order named. 
To the question, What is your trade or oc- 
cupation,”’ the following answers were re- 
ceived: 

Common 22 33; 8 6; painte 
6; waiters, 5; molders, 4; bakers, 4; miners, @: 
cooks, 3; velling millers, 3; sailors, 3; ma- 
chinists, 2; cigarmakers, 2; shoemakers, 2; car- 
penters, 2: w finishers, 2; whilea brick- 
maker, a clerk, a glass packer, a plumber, a 
florist, a varnisher, a brewer, a druewist, a glazier, 
a draftsman, a wood curver, a cooper, an uphol- 
storer, a boxmaker,a stove lisher, a chair 
factory man, a steam fitter, and a salesman com- 
pleted the list 

Most of these men were single and most of 
them were of the working age—20 to 45. 
One boy of 16 was found and four cases of 
advanced age. As reference to the table will 
show nearly two-thirds of their number were 
tradesmen, witha large scattering of skilled 
mechanics. Some had received a liberal 
education and one was even found to bea 
graduate of the State University of Nebraska. 
As a rule, they slept in lodging-houses and as 
soon as their small earnings were spent were 
kicked out into the street. Twelv@ of the 
number had come to Chicago atter the close 
of the Fair in expectation of securing employ- 
ment in tearing down the Exposition buildings. 

The reports further showed that thirty-nine 
had come to Chicago since the Fair, twenty- 
four since the taking of the city census, Sept. 
28, nineteen at the beginning of the crisis, 
and but three before the crisis. The influence 
of the Fair in overstocking the labor market 
is thus clearly marked, and, whereas only 
nineteen were unemployed before the city 
census, sixty-three bave been thrown out of 
employment since. 

As regards wages, 75 per cent received 
wages without board and 15 per cent wages 
with board. Allowing $4 per week as the 
value of real wages represented by board,and 
tabulating the two classes as one, but two 
men were found to have worked for less than 

1 per day. Sixty-four received from $1 to 

2 per day. twenty received from $2 to $3 
per day, and four had received over $3. 
thus seen that cases of low wages are nearly 
as exceptional as cases of high wages, and 
that while employment lasted eighty-four out 
of the ninety reporting received good wages. 

Curiously enough the large number of inen 
out of employment does not seem to have 
affected to any large extent the price of labor. 
The usual rates have been maintained, 
but the uncertainty and scarcity of 
work have been the immediate causes 
of destitution, so far as it had 
affected the parties interviewed. Few union 
men were found—only about 10 percent. A 
number, however, had been members of 
unions, but had during the last year with. 
drawn. Such union men as were reported 
acknowledged little or no assistance from the 
organizations to which they belonged. 

A strong and almost indignapt emphasis 
was givep the word no when the question 
was asked Have you received any aid from 
— oy ll Only 1 answered affirmatively, 
and of these one had received his laundry 
gratis and one had been for a short time at 
the Cook County Hospital. é 

Some of the Interviews. 


Of the 125 or 180 interviews at least 100 
were considered reliable and without color. 
Some of the answers were almost laughable, 
others pathetic, and still others interrupted 
with violent sobs. great majority of 
cases were results of temporary inability to 
secure employment. Here, however, is an 
exception:

He further said he had saved $65 
at the beginning of the crisis, but was now in- 
debted $12 to his grocer. Had two children and 
a helpless widow to support. 

What Dr. Hourwich Thinks. 


Cases of savings before the panic were com- 
paratively few and there seems to have been 
@ general indisposition to disclose the amount 
of obligations. 

Dr. Hourwich contends that the existence 
of a debt is rather a recommendation thana 
reflection upon a man in indigent eireum- 
stances, as it indicates the possession of 
credit at least at the time the debt was con- 
tracted. Dr. Hourwich furthermore regards 
with suspicion a person who in crainped cir- 
cumstances is unable to run in debt. 

From thie and future investigations Dr. 
Hourwich and his associates in statistics will 
labor with a view of throwing some light on 
the following problems: 

Do savings and thrift insure a man against 
commercial and industrial crises, and. if so, to 
whatextent? The word savings is hero used 
in the popular sense. To what extent is the pres- 
ent crisis responsible for the general labor mar- 
ket? Is there not always a certain advent flow 
in business which accounts in part for the de- 
1 of the labor market, or to what extent 

as the present crisis been a periodical rather 
than an artificial one? What is the relation of 
union to non-union organizations and what place 
do these bodies hold in the industrial tleld in the 
United States? 

While no great degree of generalization is 
permissible on the basis of 100 witnesses, the 
general causes of depression are made prom- 
inent, and show clearly the injury which na- 
tional monetary legislation and local over 
speculation incident to the World’s Fair have 
inflicted. 

Dr. Hourwich, to whom must be ee 
credited the thoroughness and scientific: meth- 
od of these investigations, isa man of peculiar 
experience in work among the destitute and 
outcast. Heisa Russian by birth, and has 
been twice exiled from his native land. 


MISCELLANEOUS CITY NEWS, 


Dixon's Part in Many Robberies, 

The body of Henry Dixon, alias Decker, of St. 
Louis, the robber killed Monday by Samuel N. 
Clifford at No. 362 West Adams street, was 
identified yesterday by Officer Patrick Harding 
asa member of the Quincy street gang” of 
thieves. Two yearsand a half ago Dixon was 
sent tothe penitentiary. Four months ago he 
returned. In October, according to Harding, 
Dixon took part in several highway robberies in 
the Maxwell street. district. He was living at 
the time at No. 
Shevlin, William Miner. John Carr, and John 
Kernan, some of whom the officer suspects of be- 
ing with Dixon the morning he was shot. All 
the men above mentioned except Kernan were 
before the November grand jury charged with 
various robberies. All the cases were thrown 
out except that against Shevlin, who is now 
under indictment. 


Charges Malicious Reports.

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NO TRACE OF ROBBER. 


OFFICERS MAKE NO HRADWAY IN 
THE POSTOFFIOR OASE 


Cashier Robertson Repeats the Story He 
First Told, but Can Give No Detailed 
Description of His Assailante-Whiie 
Admitting Peculiar Features in the 
Robbery Officers Say Robertson’s Story 
Is Not InconsistentePostal Station 
Robbed of $135 in Stamps. 

Postoffice Inspector Stuart and his men 
worked hard yesterday fora tangible clew to 
the identity of the man who sandbagged and 


robbed Cashier A. S. Robertson of the whole- 


sale stamp department Tuesday night. When 
night came Inspector Stuart rested his case 
and said he had made no headway. As- 
sistant Postmaster Hubbard also put in the 
day on the case, but, like Inspector Stuart, 
he got no results. Postmaster Sexton was 
content to let his assistants work on the case 
and had but little to say and no opinions to 
offer concerning what his ideas were of the 
robbery. 

Robertson was at his home, No. 332 Marsh- 
field avenue, in the care of a doctor, although 
he had recovered sufficiently to tell ail about 
the affair. The first thing that Inspector 
Stuart did in the case, after visiting the 
cashier’s office and looking over the scene of 
the alleged robbery and the escape of the per- 
petrator, was to visit Robertson at his home, 
taking Assistant Postmaster John Hubbard 
with him. Robertson was found sitting up 
with his head bandaged and in a nervous con- 
dition. He had not slept since the assauit. 

Robertson Repeats His Story. 

Robertson told the same story substantially 
that he had related just after the occurrence, 
but did not go any more into detail. He said 


he had been delayed in his office that evening 


on account of a discrepancy between the 
amount of stamps he had sold and the cash 
on hand. While he was at work there were 
three raps on the door, the Office signal, and 
he unlocked it to find a stranger there. The 
man told him he had come to rectify a mis- 
take which had been made in the purchase of 
stamps. This, Robertson said, was what he 
was looking for, and he took the man in and 
locked the door behind him. ‘The man 
handed him a roll of paper which, he said, 
contained a note explaining the transaction. 
Robertson said he turned toward an electric 
light to read the note and was struck on the 
head and knew no more for two hours. 

Robertson, said Mr. Hubbard, told 
this story to us in an apparently straightfor- 
ward way, but he did not give any details, 
such asa description of the man. His de- 
scription would tit every third man who passes 
the Postoffice during the day. He was a me- 
dium-sized and respectable looking man, but 
that description is not likely to lead to any- 
body’s arrest. 

I would rather not say anything regard- 
ing the veraciousness of the statement,” said 
Mr. Hubbard in reply to a question. His 
story may be all right, but if it is not we will 
find out before long. Robertson's record is 
good, and during the last four years; he has 
lost as few days, or even hours, as any man 
in the Postoffice. | am compelled to accept 
what he says until there is evidence to the 
contrary. Hehasan abrasion on his head 
which can be seen plainly, and Dr. Hanson, 
who went to see him at the Postmaster’s re- 
quest, examined him while I was there. The 
doctor said the wound was made by some 
blunt instrument, and may have caused 
more injury than appears on the surface.“ 


What Other Officials Say. 


Inspector Stuart said last evening that, 
while the robbery has some peculiar features, 
Robertson tells a straight story and one that 
is not inconsistent. ‘* There is no evidence 
that it is not true just as he gives it, and I 
would not say that he had rob himself, 
On the other hand, I am working on the case 
with the assumption that Robertson’s story is 
true. There is no clew to work on, but it is 
not unlikely that something will turn up in a 
few days.“ 

Postmaster Sexton would not admit that he 
had any doubt as to the genuineness of the 
robbery. Neither would he say whether Rob- 
ertson would be allowed to return to work. 
Postmaster Sexton would not tell the exact 
amount of the loss, but said it would be be- 
tween $3,000 and $4,000. Robertson is 
under bonds to the amount of $15,000, and 
if the robber is not caught and the money re- 
covered his bondsmen will be held for the 
amount of the loss. The Postmaster would 
not give the names of the bondsmen, but 
said they were solid and substantial men 
financially. 

Two hours before the robbery Robertson 
turned into the cashier of the Postoffice 816. 
000, the result of his day’s sales up to 4:30 
p.m. What the robber took was part of his 
sales after that hour. 

While the Postmaster and his assistants 
were in a state of éxcitement yesterday morn- 
ing over Robertson’s robbery Postmaster 
Brooks of the Twenty-second Street Postal 
Station came in and reported that he had been 
robbed of $135 worth of 2-cent stamps. He 
had just opened his office, he said. and while 
he was making out a money order somebody 
came in and reaching behind a case stole the 
stamps, which were lying ona counter. He 
did not see the thief and could give no de- 
scription of him. 


CAUSE OF DELAY IN THE PAVEY CASE, 


Judge Fouke Refutes Criticisms from the 
Attorney-General’s Office, 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Dec. 13.— [Special.] 
Judge Fouke of Vandalia, who is presiding in 
the Sangamon Circuit Court this term, resents 
the imputation published in a Chicago paper 
to the effect that the chse of the State against 
ex-Auditor Pavey was being delayed by the 
court. Judge Fouke said today: It is true 
that the Attorney-General came into court 
and entered motion to hear these pleas Satur- 
day, but the criminal docket was set the pre- 
ceding Tuesday, and consequently had the 
right of precedence. Then, again, the plaintiffs 
were not ready. In tife case against Swigert 
they asked for an alias summons to be issued. 
In the other matter the defendants made mo- 
tion in the September term for plaintiffs to 
file a bill of particulars.

He car- 
ried routes, as it is known, where he delivered 
papers from one house to another and occasivon- 
ally collected the subscriptions for those Hapers. 
He was employed by a man by the name of John- 
son. He had been working in that position for a 
considerable time. It was a sition that re- 

ui more than ordinary intel- 
ligence to follow. It was a position that 
a man had to be a thinking man, a man 
of memory in order to go from house to house, 
up stairways, in alleys, until all those papers 
were delivered on time. Knowing that fact, he 
became acquainted with the papers. He couid 
see by the papers men who had beer. suddenly 
raised into prominence; thinking as he did, per- 
haps, there was no other way for him to lift him- 
self from his position into the notoriety of his 
fellow-men, he conceived this damnable plot and 
carried this plot into such a successful culmina- 
tion that the city was deprived of its Mayor, and 
today you are called upon to try an issue in this 
case of a man of morefthan ordinary intelligence; 
a man whose opinion is not circumscribed by the 


occupation in which he lives; a man 
whose intelligence, we will prove. is above 
the average; a man of a sordid and base 


disposition; a man if he could not have 
his own way even from the time of early child- 
hood with his playmates delighted in bumping

assassination of the Mayor. Wewill prove this 
man’s character from early childhood up to the 
day he stands in trial in this case, 


Wanted to See the Front Pace. 


We will prove that this man on that occasion 
after he had been incarcerated in the jail, the 
first thing he asked for the next morning was to 
present him with a copy of the morning paper, 
and that was done. We will prove that the copy 
of the supplement was presented to him, and he 
said: “I don't want the supplement; I want to 
see the front page that gives an account of the 
murder of Carter Harrison.” Exhibiting his 
vanity on that occasion as he has exhibited it on 
every other occasion, as we will prove here by the 
evidence. He wanted to see the account of the 
murder of Carter Harrison on the front page, 
emblazoned in all its mourning symbols. with 


all the grief that has been caused and 
the tears that had been shed, made 
greater by the sad occurrence than the 


close of the Columbian Exposition. The time 
was ripe, the occasion fruitful, and when that 
blight struck he knew that all else would be ren- 
dered subservient to that one fact, and that fact 
the taking off of the late lamented Carter Harri- 
son. And he wanted to see it; he wanted to read 
it; he wanted to see emblazoned upon the news- 
papers upon the front column the picture of his 
infamy. And in that picture he delighted, and in 
reading that he rejoiced. Does that show a lack 
of discerning, a lack of intellect, a disregard for 
law, and the proprieties of the law which a man 
of dethronad intelléct would be guilty of? 

While we will prove that as to the question of 
this man’s hallucination or illusion, if it may be 
so termed, he exerted a degree of intelligence in- 
consistent with his plea of insanity—a degree of 
discerning inconsistent with the absence of in- 
telligence. Subsequent to the action that I have 
last mentioned he was interviewed by physicians 
and he talked fluently about all subjects except 
one, and that subject was why he killed Carter 
H. Harrison, as his attorneys had told him not to 
talk about it. Does that go to show an absence 
of intelligence or does it show a regard for his 
safety and a consciousness of havjng done that 
which the law prohibited and by his talking he 
would convict himself? 

Mr. Todd concluded by reading some ex- 
tracts from the law books dealing with sim- 
ilar cases and then he asked the jury to return 
a verdict upholding the law and the evidence. 

Statement by Defense. 

Attorney Wade in his address said, in part: 
it we believe that medical science has taken one 
step towards progress; if you can be convinced 
that nfedical men know one solitary thing of 
which they speak and which they write I will 
convince you by proof beyond the question of any 
doubt that embraced in this boy are the heredi- 
tary taints of insani Medical men tell us by 
their writing, tell us by their oath that there is 
such a formation of the skull, that there are for- 
mations of the skull, of the body, of the feet, of 
the teeth, of the ears, of a man that they can tell 
ositively whether or not there is a taint of 
hereditary insanity in him. I will show you, 
gentlemen of the jury, that this man possesses 
every one ofthem and that to a marked extent. 
1 am glad he is in evidence. He 
has criticised here this morning, gen- 
tlemen, Mr. Todd has. When the man has opened 
his mouth he has said to 1 that he was feign- 
ing insanity. He has said to you that he was 
acting a part. He has said to you that he was 
feigning insanity when he sits mute in his chair 
without opening his mouth, without moving a 
muscle, he says to you again it is insanity. Gen- 
tlemen, if you believe. after listening to the evi- 
dence in this case that the man is feigning insan- 
ity, then hang him; then wo shall ask for no 
mercy, and we are not asking for mercy or sym- 
pathy, gentlemen, in this case; welare simply go. 
ing to ask of you and at your hands right and 
justice. We are going to ask at your hands what 
the law gives to every man, and that is protection 
when he is not guilty. 

Now. I shall show you again, gentlemen, and 

lead you to believe, 1 believe, that the exalted 

ideas that this man got of himself, the morbid 
and controlling ideas that he got, and the dis- 

eased brain that brought them on was transmit- 

ted to him from his ancestors which are marked 

on his person in every lineament, in every fiber of 

his being. It does not require any more evidence, 

it seems to me, than this man himself. Gentle- 

men, if it had been any one else that was shot 

down by this man’s hand except the Mayor of 
Chicago, a man occupying a public position, that 
boy would have been in Kankakee long ago. 
Take, for instance, the shooting in the Board of 
Trade a short tim® ago, when a man went in and 
promiscuously shot around. Need I. stop to 
dwell upon the instances of this kind of men of 
insane minds, of delusions and wrongs that they 
think they have endured? Ideas to reform peo- 
le. sdcieties, or communities that they have and 
ave committed some outra us act and im- 
mediately upon examination n sent to the in- 
sane asylum. 

On Medical Testimony. 


Now, gentlemen, there has been in this case, as 
1 understand it, what you would call a medical 
commission almost, appointed, that has visited 
the County Jail. They have examined this man. 
they have measured his teeth, made a plaster 
aris cast of his head, examined him thoroughly. 
Not by us, gentlemen of the jury, use we 
have absolutely been unable for the want of 
means to have it done, but he has been examined 
at the solicitation of the State ose 
men will appear upon this witness 
stand to testify what their opinion was 
when they examined him. hey will 
tell yon what their opinion is now. I realize as 
much as A man on earth our weakness in 
defense in this case for the want of means, a 
luteiy for the want of means, to bring s

that 9 to rely, and upon that I propose 
to tost this question of sanity or insanity from a 
medical standpoint. Then, gentlemen, you can- 
eln I do not want you to it 
into your minds for one moment, and I know 
t you too fair and too candid 
and too honest to do it, that this defense has put 
in here for a sham. and for the purpose of cover- 
ing up a crime, and forthe purpose of letting 
some one who is really guilty of the commission 
of this act escape, when we are ready. and I say to 
you vow that W are absolutely ready, to throw 
ourselves at your feet and at your mercy upon 
the honor aad the integrity of the examining 
physicians who were appointed by the State to 
examine him. Are we screening anything under 
— circumstances? Certainly, you say to me, 
no 
I am not going to weary you with any long dis- 
cussion in the opening of this case. 1 think that, 


to the defense an injustice, because, as I said 
before, I want to rely upon you as examiners, as 
the friends of justice and of right in this case. I 
want you, gentlemen, to put yourselves in a posi- 
tion, if you can, and I know you will, to say that 
it is your duty, regardless of arguments of coun- 
sel, regardless of the ability of counsel. This 
case is prosecu by men whose reputations 
alone to the minds of any man would carry con- 
viction. The State’s-Attorney who represents 
this case, although a young man, has got a record 
unbroken for succeess in the criminal practice 
since he was appointed. Is it necessary for me to 
call your attention to the fact that any juror 
should be guarded when sucha man as A. 8. 
Trude is on the prosecution? The prosecution is 
represented in him by probably the greatest ad- 
vocate today on the American continent, by an 
advocate whose record is clean and clear as to 
the cases that he has prosecuted or defended, 
without possibly a single verdict against him. 
Then is it unwise, gentlemen, in me to ask you to 
scrutinize the prosecution in this case, not that 
they would intentionally deprive an insane man 
in all probability of his liberty, of his life, but 
—— of lawyers, for their profession, for their 
learning, and for their desire to win lawsuits, 
will many times carry them past what they really 
think themselves may be exactly right. 


Mr. Wade Makes an Appeal. 


And now I am going to ask you in the weak- 
— — condition t we are in in this defense to 

me to the rescue of this boy and make of your- 
selves examiners, make of yourselves jurors and 
lawyers if vou can, and examine into this case 
and find out whether or not this man did ma- 
liciously and willfully murder Carter Harrison 
with a design to commit awrong. This is the 
inquiry that is before you now, and, gentlemen, 
your fellow-citizens will be satisfied with your 
investigation and they look to vou for an honest 
investigation. They do not look to you to come 
and sit in this jury-box and idly pass by what 
might or might not be proven or testified to in 
this case and throw up to the four winds of the 
earth and render a verdict that — may think 
is popular in the eyes of the populace. 
The. day will come, whether couviction stands 
in this case or not, when the people will know 
as God Almighty knows now whether or not dis- 
ease has worked upon that man’s mind until he 
doesn’t know the difference between right and 
wrong. It is a question for you to determine now, 
if you can, and not be punished with your ver- 
dict afterwards by knowing that you have done a 
wrong, because the time may come, if execution 
takes place, that it will come home to you with 
the forte that you cannot shake off. Now is the 
time to prevent such a calamity as that to your 
conscience. Now is the time to look into it, if 
you can, and probe the mind of that man and 
find out whether or not he is the criminal that he 
is supposed to be. 

Gentlemen, a great deal has been written, as I 
said to you before, upon the question of sanity 
and insanity as applied to our laws, and the de- 
grees of insanity, the conditions that the men are 
in, whether or not disease has affected their mind 
to such an extent that they may be carried away 
with delusions or illasions such as are impossi- 
ble for them to resist. 

Mr. Wade then endeavored to read to the 
jury some extracts from Spitka, but on objec- 
tion from Mr. Trude being interposed Mr. 
Wade deferred reading the same until fur- 
ther progress of the trial, when if the medical 
men think that heisan authority the same 
will be read. Mr. Wade continued: 

Here is a boy, so far asI have gone with his 
history, and I have brought him almost up to the 
present day, is an unlearned and illiterate boy, 
certainly without any college or classical educa- 
tion of any kind. and the highest position that I 
have ever traced him to be in has been that ofa 
messenger boy in the Western Union Telegraph 
ofiice, and from that a newsboy on the streets dis- 
tributing papers. All at once he assumes that he 
is able to be Corporation Counsel of the City of 
Chicago, a position that you all know uires a 
man not only learned in the law but profoundly 
so. differ with my friend, the State’s- 
Attorney, when he says that there is nothing 
apparently crazy about that, that a man may be 
Corporation Counsel, and that this man has got 
brains enough to know that the Corporation 
Counsel employs assistants to do all the work, 
and that the office may be run thoroughly by as- 
sistants. I don’t believe that, neither do you. I 
believe that a 229 Counsel should be a 
lawyer, and a g one, and the people of Chi- 
cago believe that, and they believe there is not a 
sane man on the faceof the earth but what 
knows and believes in his own mind that when a 
boy like that thinks he is able to be Corporation 
Counsel of the City of Chicago there is some- 
thing radically wrong with his mind. 

A Question of Fact. 


Whether or not now, gentlemen, there is such a 
disease that leads him up so that he doesn't know 
the difference between right and wrong, or as- 
sumes the position that he is doing right, comes 
again as a question of fact for you. There is not 
one of you but what believes and will believe 
that there is something. some disease, preying 
upon that boy mind that would ever make him 
think of such a thing. Isu't that true? Whether 
or not it goes far me to take away from him 
the entire knowledge of what is right or wrong 
or creating in him an egotism to go ahead comes 
back to the old question addressing itself to you 

I will introduce to you writings, letters written 
by this boy in June last, in May last, in July last, 
to United States Senators, to priests, to Bishops, 
upon every imaginable question upon earth, set- 
ting up his beliefs, his theories, and his rights, 
— assuming in the letters to direct them in 
whatistheir duty and what they should do. 


tion—was pending in Congress and in the United 
States Senate there was nota single, solitary 
Senator, I believe, but what received from this 
boy letters giving them his opinion upon what 
should be done with that question; and not only 
that, but assuming the right to dictate to them, 
and telling them further that he was helping 
them by his prayers, and afterwards writing that 
what had ‘been a success he knew and realized 
had been a success alone by his efforts. 

I will show to zou again, gentlemen, by men of 
undisputed 8 and men whom vou will not 
question, that he had gone to them and talked 
upon what he believed a single tax theory and 
the elevation of railroad tracks, and that he 
alone was appointed by the Deity; that he had 
embraced in him a direct command from the 
Deity to elevate the railroad tracks of the City of 
Chicago and stop the murdering of people by the 
railroad trains; and that they must assist him, 
and if they did not assist him the most dire con- 
sequences would happen tothem. These are not 
rumors, gentlemen. will prove them to you 
and will prove them by men whose integrity and 
whose honesty you will not question. And I will 
prove to, out of the lips of the same men, that in 
those conversations by his actions, by his looks, 
by what he said, by the way he expressed him- 
self, that they believed that he was insane. That 
was long before Harrison was harmed. That 
dated back weeks and months before Harrison 
was harmed. 

Advised His Incarceration. 


I will prove to you further than that, gentle- 
mon, that these very men—and they are railroad 
men, they are business-men, they are men in the 
better walks of life—that they debated the ques- 
tion in theirown minds and with their friends, 
and talked it over at different places to have this 
boy incarcerated, that he should be taken care of 
and placed in an asylum before he had done some- 
body harm. I will earry it closer home than that 
by showing you that three, at least, reputable 
business-men sent word to the biother of this 
man to como and see them; and when he did 
come and see them and when he talked to them 
they advised him to take steps to 
incarcerate this man and put him away; that he 
was evidently a dangerous man to be at large: 
How weil has their judgment come true, gentle- 
men. Tell me that their judgment was not right 
in passing upon this man as to whether he was 
sane orinsane, asto whetherhe hada diseased 
brain or notor whether he was liable to commit 
some overt act for which the populace and the 
community at large would sorry. Was their 
opinion right or wrong atthat time? Has not 
the sorrowful fact of Harrison’s death demon- 
strated that they had penetrated the mind of the 
man at that time and seen in him the dangerous 
man that he is? 

We will not ask you, gentlemen, in this case 
for the liberty of this man. He should long be- 
fore this have been taken cafe of, before this un- 
fortunate accident. Probably many men toda 
are blaming themselves for what has — 
that this man had not been taken care of sooner 
and putaway. We shall maintain that the un- 
forturiate condition that he was in prompted him 
through his delusions and his weakened mind 
tocommit his act that he has committed and 
for which the law says that if tis true he is 
not responsible and should not be executed for 
an act that he committed. 


Testimony Begins. 


The first witness called was Mary Hansen, 
the servant who admitted Prendergast.to the 
house. She told her story as it has been told 
often before. In substance it was that she 
answered the bell at 7 p. m., and told a man 
whom she identified as the prisoner that the 
Mayor was at dinner, but that he would finish 
in half an hour; that when that time had 
elapsed he came again and was admitted by 
her, after which she retired to the Kitchen.

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DOCTOR FINDS POISON 


DOREMUS’ TESTIMONY IN THE MEYER. 
‘ ‘TRIAL AT NEW YORK. 


The Toxicological Expert Says He Discov- 
ered Arsenic and Antimony in the Body 
of the Alleged Victim of the Defend- 
ants<Court Rules a Contested Point in 
Favor of the Prosecution=Dr. Mindan, 
Witness Testified, Said He Gave His 
Patient Arsenic and Copper. 

New York, Dec. 13.— [Special.] — The 
Meyer case this morning was given over to 
the experts. Dr. Charles A. Doremus, adjunct 
professor of chemistry and toxicology in the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College, and hold. 
ing similar places in several! other institutions, 
in answer to questions by Mr. Nicoll, told of 
the preliminaries of the autopsy and of the sub- 
sequent finding of poison in the dead man’s 
organs. He said he discovered antimony and 
arsenic, weighed them, and then proved his 
tests. He separated the arsénic from the 
copper.. He fused other quantities with 
cyanide of potash and the copper was dis- 
solved and the antimony remained. He re- 
ported his findings to the Coroner.

have never yet examined a liver in which

showed that the greater portion of the arsenic 
was in the intestines. I examined portions 
of the muscles about the limbs and knew how 
much arsenic there was there. The body had 
been lying prone for three months, and there 
must have been more arsenic in the muscles 
of the back than in the limbs. I did not ex- 
amine the muscles of the back.“ 


Murder by Poisoning Charged. 


Justice Barrett gave his decision on the 
question brought up previously by Mr, 
Brooke as to the admission of testimony of 
poisoning by arsenic against the defense on 
the ground that it was not poisoning by 
antimony that was charged, but murder by 
poisoning. Just what poison was used the 
court was of the opinion was immaterial. 

Mr. Nicoll asked Dr. Doremus if there 
were any inference to be drawn from the 
quantity of poison found in the body as to 
how it was administered. 

es,“ was the answer. The amount of 
arsenic in the intestines was greater than in 
the stomach, which shows sufficient time must 
have elapsed for it to pass in there. In the 
liver the qugntity was greater than in the 
stomach, but, hs the liver was examined with 
some of the fluid from the intestines, I can- 
not say it was not absorbed by the liver. The 
quantity of atropine found indicated that it 
had been stuorbed te the system. The quan- 
tity in the brain and in the muscles of the Ise 
in other words, from the head almost to 
feet, quantity in the intestines being 2-64 of a 
grain, accords with the distribution of arsenic 
through the body.”’

He did not find any signs of poison in any 
of the organs taken trom the body. The 
heart, the witness said, was in a good state of 
reservation. It was hard, and remained 
rd until last fall, though it had not been 
treated with any preservative fluid. He said 
he had found no trace of morphine or any 
opiate whatever. 

Did you find any bismuth?”

ILLINOIs#’ CORN CROP OF 1893 IS LARGE. 


Increased Acreage Swells Total Figures in 
Bashels and Dollars.

a bulletin from reports on the corn crop of 
the State made up to Dec. 1. Thearea planted 
last spring, 6,416,488 acres, was 1,228,056

DESTRUCTIVE FLOODS IN WASHINGTON. 


Heavy Rains Inundate Whole Valleys and 
Drive Out Farmers, 

Szatria, Wash., Dec. 13.—The incessant 
rains of the last few days are beginning to 
show their effect in the steady rise of all the 
creeks that feed the rivers that form a series 
of valleys south of Seattle. These rivers 
have finally risen above their banks and flood- 
ed every one of those tertile valleys, endan- 
gering much live stock and farm property and 
creating great apprehensions that heavy losses 
will be the ruin of many farmers. The whole 
bottom of the White River from the foot- 
hills on either side of the valley is a 
great expanse of rushing waters, and 
farmers and their families have had to aban- 
don their homes. Where farmers were una- 
ble to drive the cattle out before the flood the 
cattle have huddled together on knobs of 
ground and are standing in water from one 
to three feet deep. The whole Black River 
Vailey is submerged. In many places the 
river has left its banks, cutting new channels 
directly through the fine farms and hop-yards, 
and until the water subsides it is impossible 
to approximate the damage. The Black Riv- 
er has backed up and is pouring into Lake 
Washington in torrents, and the lake is sev- 
eral inches higher than for fifteen years. Va- 
rious docks on the eastern side of the lake 
are submerged. Six bridges on the Green“ 
River have been washed away.

WHAT TO DO WITH THE ANARCHISTS, 


Some Day America Will Make a Thorough 
Job of Their Extinction, 

Washington Post: It was to have been ex- 
pected that the explosion of Vaillant’s bomb 
in the French Chamber of Deputies would pro- 
voke a fresh crop of suggestion as to the best 
means of suppressing Anarchists and their 
infamous crimes against society. Among 
others the New York Press comes forward 
with a remedy as follows: 

There is only one way to deal effectively with 
Anarchists, either in France or America, and that 
is to punish them to the utmost legal limit for 
any violation of law. The extreme punishment 
of the haymarket assassins throttled anarchy in 
Chicago, and the prompt arrest and imprison- 
ment of Most and other incendiaries has done 
much to preserve the peace of New York. The 
French authorities have been guilty of serious 
error in supposing that any but the severest 
measures can have a restraining influowce in 

anarchy, and this latest atrocity will probably 
lead to a course of the sternest repression, which 
Ought long ago to have been adopted. | 

This is nice, easy-going, conservative talk, 
but it will not bear inspection. Anarchy has 
not been throttled in Chicago by any means, 
nor did the prompt punishment of the hay- 
market assassins do anything to preserve the 
peace in New York. It is absurd to say that 
anarchy is throttled so long as the leaders of 
the propaganda can meet and proclaim their 
hellish creed and while newspapers and pam- 
phlets advocating the social revolu- 
tion can be circulated without restric- 
tion. Prendergast is now on trial by 
way of showing us that the teachings of Spies 
and Schwab and Parsons have fallen on fal- 
low soil, and Berkman and Goldman are in 
jail because the forces of anarchy are still ac- 
tive in the land. Wedo not deny that the 
evil has been measurably repressed in New 
York, but that is because Supt. Byrnes 
has been handy with his club, and not 
because the Illinois authorities have shown 
commendable severity. On the contrary, the 
pardon and enlargement of the three Anar- 
chists by Gov. Altgeld has more than undone 
the good involved in the execution of Lingg, 
Parsons, and their coadjutors. 

The truth is that there are only two conse- 
quences that Anarchists really fear. One ie 
the secret and silent methods of Russian jus- 
ti d the other is the sudden fury of the 
populace. So long as he can be taken safely 
to jail, enjoy the theatrical luxury of noto- 
riety, become an object of curiosity, and pose 
in publie through the long-drawn comedy of a 
trial the average Anarchist will feel that he is 
repaid for all the risk he runs. He giories in 
being conspicuous. He rejoices in the atmos- 
phere of the newspapers and the courts. Let 
him make a few speeches to big audiences; 
let him spring dramatic situations before the 
community as Prendergast is doing now at 
Chicago; let him but air his vanity and feed 
the appetite of his conceit, and the Anarchist 
finds in the rest of the proceedings little to 
dissuade and everything to encourage and re- 
ward. 

But he fears the Russian plan. Under that 
he finds no opportunity to glorify himself, no 
rapture of notoriety, no consolation that 
comes of being the central figure in the multi- 
tude. He likes not Russia, which refuses him 
a theater in which to — his momentary 
greatness and where there are no Governors 
who want his vote. And the day may come 
in the United States when he will learn to 
shrink from popular indignation in a free 
country as thoroughly as he has learned to 
shrink from noiseless retribution under an au- 
* The day may come when society 
will take its protection into its own hands and 
when it were better for the bomb-thrower and 

the pro ist to be in the hands of the 
Czar himself than at the mercy of the people 
whose hospitality he has abused and whose 
kindness he has requited with assassination. 
The American people are not going to put up 
with much more anarchy, its orators, organs, 
and exemplars, and when American peo- 
ple once undertake their extinction the job 
will be well and thoroughly accomplished,

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TO TRAIN ENGINEERS. 


QORNER-STONE OF NEW HALL LAID 
AT ILLINOIS UNIVERSITY. 


Ballding to Cost $160,000 Is Officially 
Begun at Urbana—Addresses Delivered 
by Dr. Burrill, Acting Regent, Dr. R. H. 
Thurston of Cornell University, and 
OtherseAttorney-General Moloney to 
Begin Proceedings Against the Spring: 
Valley Coal Company. 

Unna, III., Dec. 13.—[ Special. — The 
large chapel of the State University was 
crowded this afternoon to hear the exercises 
connected with the laying of the corner-stone 
of the new $160,000 engineering hall. Dr. 
Burrill, Acting Regent, introduced the Hon. 
Nelson W. Graham, President of the Board of 
Trustees, who delivered the first address. The 
doctor, in his introductory remarks. said that 
Gen. William Sooy Smith of Chicago said he 
had samples of the work of the civil engineer 
graduates of this university, and that when- 
ever he wasin need of engineering services

he would give the preference to this univers- 
ity, for he had tested the product and found it 
exceedingly co 3 

Then Dr. Robert Henry Thurston of Cor- 
nell University made the principal address. 
He said: 

Engineering is a learned profession. The work 
of the engineer, of the mechanic. and inventor 
stand’ among the highest, most useful, and there- 
fore, most god-like, intellectual products of the 
human brain. The telegraph, telephone, all 
modern machinery, public works, bridges, build- 
ings, and all that makes modern life and civiliza- 
tion are the outcome of scientific discoveries. It 
is coming to be the fact that the mechanic 
is learned in all the history, wis- 
dom, and methods of his craft. The 
conversion of the craft of construction 
into the learned profession of engineering has 
been in progress only a short time. The inventor 
of the eighteenth century has become the sys- 
tematic designér of the nineteenth century. The 
vocation of the Yankee jackknife has given place 
to systematic, learned engineering. he produc- 
tion of inventions has come to be a vocation 
worthy the mechanics and engineers of the day, 
and they are educated and trained to that pur- 
suit. en like Edison surround themselves with 
trained assistants. The characteristic movement 
of the nineteenth century is university education, 
and it now has the highest and best expression in 
the United States, — especially in those States 
having regularly chartered universities. 

The indorsement of the land-grant colleges 
by the United States Government he charac- 
terized as the most statesman-like legislation 
that the world has ever seén. The people of 
the United States spend 5140.000, 000 per 
annum for common and high schools and 
more for higher education, 
nearly as much as all the nations of conti- 
nental Europe together and yet the expend- 
iture is only $2 per capita of population in 
the most liberal States. The schools of engi- 
neering graduate 800 students per year. He 
paid a high compliment to this university and 
its flattering prospects for the future. 


Gives the Historical Address. 


Prof. Ira O. Baker gave the historical ad- 
dress on behaif of the faculty of the College 
of Engineering. He said the shop connected 
with the mechanical department was the first 
distinctly educational one opened in America, 
and that the shop connected with the archi- 
tectural department was the first to introduce 
the Russian system of shop practice into 
America. The credit for the former is due 
Prof. 5. ’. Robinson, and for the latter 
Prof. N. Clifford Ricker. Both departments 
madean exhibitof their shop work at the 
Centennial Exposition and received medals 
therefor. The professor showed that the re. 
quirements for admission were equal to those 
of the best engineering schools of the coun- 
try. The attendance of engineering students 
is the fourth largest in the United States and 
the largest of any institution west of the Alle- 
ghenies. The attendance has increased six- 
fold in the last fifteen years and has 
doubled the last five years. The institution 
has the greatest number of architectural stu. 
dents in America. 

L. P. Atwood, a student, spoke of the in- 
fluence engineering students have had on the 
life of the university and of the reputation of 
its engineering graduates. He explained the 
great need of the new buildmg, and showed 
the attendance of the engineering students 
was much greater than at any school in the 
United States except three. He warmly con- 
gratulated the students upon their opportuni- 
ties and reminded them of the debt they owed 
the State for the privileges they enjoy. 

Handsomest on the Campus, 

The engineering hall will be the handsomest 
building on the campus and almostas large 
as University Hall. It will be devoted to the 
technical instruction in the College of Engi- 
neering, including the schools of architecture, 
civil engineering, mechanical engineering, 
municipal and sanitary engineering, electrical 
engineering, and physics. The building stands 
facing the main group of buildings, witha 
frontage of 200 feet; the side wings are 76 
feet deep and the center depth is 138 feet, the 
center wing being 72 feet wide at the rear. 
The basement floor is ona level with grade 
and is entered from the sides and rear, 
the main entrance leading to the first floor 
only. Over the archway are the words Col- 
lege of Engineering.“ The vestibules have 
mosaic floors, pressed brick walls, marble 
stairs and wainscoting. The basement stone 
work is in 10 and 12 inch courses, with a tine 
hammered finish and deeply chamfered hori- 
zontal joints; above this the walls are faced 
with buff pressed brick with salmon-colored 
joints. All the window sills, capitals, and 
cornices of the superstructure are of terra 
cotta to match the brick work. The inside 
finish 1s to be of oak with bronze trimmings, 
except the ceilings, which will be paneled in 
Washington fir, 

The basement rooms will be used as 
laboratories, work-shops, and store- rooms. 
The first floor contains recitation- rooms, 
studies, and drawing- rooms for the depart- 
ments Of civil and mechanical engineering, 
while the rear wing is the physical lecture- 
room with the necessary preparation and ap- 
pafatus rooms. 

The second floor has a physica? laboratory, 
62x67 feet, in the rear wing, a faculty parlor, 
areading-room and library and a suite of 
rooms for the department of mechanical en- 
gineering in the front and side wings. The 
third floor is assigned to the architectural 
department. There are three large drawing- 
rooms lighted by skylights, a cabinet-room 
for collections of buildmg materials and 
models, three recitation-rooms, five studies, a 
photographic studio, and a blue print labor- 
atory. The stories are connected by two wide 
stairways and an elevator. No attempt has 
been made to make the; building fireproof, 
but slow-burning mill construction will be 
used for floors and roof. 


Ready for Occupancy Next Fall. 


The foundations are now laid and it is ex- 
pected the building will be ready for occupan- 
cy next fall. The contract price for the build- 
ing. including plumbing, is $123,000. It 
will be heated by steam apparatus of the lat- 
est type, the steam being supplied from a de- 
tached boiler-house, so as to avoid danger 
from fire. The building will be amply 
lighted by gas and will be wired 
throughout for incandescent electric lights, 
the electricity being generated by special 
dynamos placed in or near the boiler-house. 
The total cost of the building ready for use 
will be $150,000. The remainder of the ap- 
propriation will be expended in the erection 
of some detached laboratories of simple con- 
struction for experimental work in applied 
m nics, steam engineering, and electrical 
engineering, which the Board of Trustees de- 
cided to not include in the main building. 

As the principal increase in numbers of uni- 
versity students for the last ten years has 
chiefly been in the engineering college, the 
excellent facilities provided in the new build- 
mg undoubtedly will greatly accelerate the 
a of the university in all its depart- 
ments. 

At the conclusion of the addresses in the 
ehapel the laying of the stone occurred at the 
new building. Dr. N. Clifford Ricker, Dean 
of the College of Engineering, officiated. He 
said the new building marked an important 
advance in the history of the university and 
that the new building would directly benefit

_ AFTER SPRING VALLEY COAL CO, 


Attorney-General Moloney Will Bring Ac- 
tion to Invalidate Its Charter. 

Spanner, III., Dec. 13.—[Special.}— 
Attorney-General Moloney left today for Chi- 
cago, where he will at once institute proceed- 
ings against the Spring Valley Coal company 
to compel it to show cause why its charter 
should not be revoked. Before his departure 
he prepared an exhaustive résuiné of the case, 
in which he answers the statements of the 
company and sets forth his own on views on the 
subject. Mr. Moloney is still convinced that 
the company has violated its charter by main- 
taining its principal office at Spring Valley, 
instead of Chicago; that, bemg chartered to 
mine and sell coal and other minerals, fire 
clay, stone, and petroleum,“ the company 
cannot lawfully do any other business. 

The Attorney-General today rendered an 
opinion holding that where a member of a 
building and loan association pays his dues 
by bank check and the Secretary defaults and 
leaves no record of the payment, and the 
member has no receipt except the returned 
check with the name of the Secretary (with- 
out the word Secretary after it) indorsed 
on the back, this check shall be regarded as a 
sufficient evidence that the payment was 
made,

DESTROYING EVIDENCE OF DEBT. 


Assignee Foster Tells of President Reid's 
Methods in Kansas City.

Reid, wife of the President of the institution, 
was examined today and admitted that her 
husband had conveyed property to her since 
the assignment totally without consideration.

Holger De Roode, who is considered by under- 
writers as a close student of insurance condi- 
tions, is inclined to take a cheerful view of the 
insurance situation and thinks the méntal atti- 
tude of underwriters should undergo consider- 
able change. 

“The present cra of insurance pessimism,” said 
he, “ found its apparent justification in the 
statistics of twenty-nine representative American 
and foreign companies of June 30 last, from 

‘which it appeared that during the preceding 

thirty months these companies had in the aggre- 
gate experienced a decrease in net surplus of 
$7, 75526. The usual difference in favor of the 
companies between premium income and outgo 
is sufficiently slim in recent years to pot only 
warrant an advance in rates but to make it un- 
necessary for underwriters to make avail of the 
sophistries involved in the consideration of net 
surplus and the actharial factors upon which its 
fluctuations depend. 

»The decrease of $7,758,526 in the net surplus 
of these twenty-nine companies is more than off- 
set by the increase in the reserve funds during 
the same period. The doleful compiler omits 
this feature in- his ‘subtraction,’ and would 
doubtless justify the omission on the score that 
the increase in ‘reserve; is technically an in- 
crease in liability,“ wuile oblivious to the fact 
that tl.e increase in this liability represents an 
enormons growth in business, whieh is acquired 
for future profit and thus enhances the security 
of policyholders by virtue of the wider and con- 
sequently safer averages realized. In the case of 
the twenty-nine companies selected we find:

all over the city only one man can be voted 


for for Mayor. The count will be completed 
in the broad light of day half an hour after 
the polls are closed. Unless the Republican 
judges and clerks are unfaithful there will bo 


gers sure that they can rely on their judges 
and clerks in the tough wards? How have 
those persons acted on registration and re- 
vision days? 


The address just issued by a number of 
prominent German-Americans of this city 
sets forth tersely several of the reasons which 
they believe should induce the voters of Ger- 
man birthor descent to disregard the appeals ; 
of partisans, political agitators, and dema- 
gogues, and to mark their ballots for Mr. 
Swift, in order to keep hint in a place he is so 
well qualified to fill. 

As the Germans are known to favor a frugal 
and efficient administration of city affairs, 
which can be expected from an experienced 
Mayor alone, the address calls attention to the 
fact that while Mr. Hopkins is a novice in 
public affairs, his fellow-citizens never having 
thought that he possessed the ability to fill 
elective or important appointive positions, 
Mr. Swift has occupied both. As Com missioner 
of Public Works he showed— 

Wise economy and high executive ability. Under 
his personal supervision many public improve- 
ments, such as viaducts, bridges, water tunnels, 
street and river improvements,. engine-houses, 
eto, were planned and executed. All these im- 
provoments were conducted with an eye single to 
sound business principles and with the utmost 
economy and efficiency. 

If elected Mayor he will bring into play 
those qualities on a wider scale. He will see 
that all the municipal departments are run as 
the Department of Public Works was. Mr, 
Hopkins, if elected, either would run the city 
from the point of view of a Chairman of the 
Democratic Central committee—purely in the 
interests of the workers of the party—which 
would not be a good thing for the city, or, 
owing to his ignorance, he would have to 
leave the management of affairs in the hands 
of subordinates. 

The address refers also to the conspicuous 
and useful part which Mr. Swift has played in 
the Council. His long service in that body 
has taught him more about civic goverument 
than Mr. Hopkins could learn during his en- 
tire term, were he elected. In the Council 
Mr. Swift has always shown himself the 
faithful guardian of the best interests of the 
city.“ There and elsewhere he has been al- 
ways a steadfast opponent of all monopolies 
in their attempts to encroach upon the rights 
of the public.“ Thus he has saved to the 
taxpayers large sums of money which, under 
a less scrupulous management, would have 
been lost to them.”’ 

What has Hopkins done of thissort? Noth- 
ing. Noone has ever commended him for 
having saved the taxpayers a cent. He says 
he will if elected. Mr. Swift has done so al- 
ready. Brag is a good dog, but Holdfast is 
a better. 

Hence there is no reason why we should again 
resort to a change in the administration, and 
should replace an experienced and reliable 
officer with a hovice whose ability has never been 
tested in any branch of our city government, and 
of whose reputation as a business-man the citi- 
zens of Chicago know as little as they do concern- 
ing his private character. 

Mr. Hopkins is making speeches in which 
he says that he is opposed to any invasion of 
personal liberty, or to any interference with 
the innocent amusements of citizens. Theim- 
pression is sought to be conveyed that if Mr. 
Swift is elected he will close the saloons Sun- 
day and give the city a puritanical adminis- 
tration generally. Of course this is arrant 
nonsense. The Germans know it as well as 
the rest of the community. Nevertheless it is 
just as well that the address states the fact 
hat— 

He is in favor of a strict and conscientious en- 
forcement of the laws, but nevertheless a man of 
liberal views, who, as a true Chicagoan, thor- 
oughly appreciates the cosmopolitan character 
of our population. 

Here are some of the reasons why the Ger- 
man-Americans regardless of party affiliations 
should vote for Swift. Those reasons will 
have their weight on election day with an in- 
telligent constituency which wishes that the 
taxes it pays should be expended for the bene- 
fit of the city and not to support political 
loafers. 


THE WORK OF RELIEF. 

The citizens’ organization for the relief of 
the destitute and those out of work is at last 
on a practical basis. A Central Relief com- 
mittee will be appointed, charged with the 
duty of raising funds and disbursing them 
through public and charitable agencies, It 
also will be made the duty of this committee 
to canvass the city and record those out of 
employment and to note carefully the condi- 
tions and surroundings of every one who may 
seem to be a proper subject for aid. The lat- 
ter provision is a wise precaution, for other- 
wise the committee will be imposed upon by 
professional tramps and vagrants who do not 
deserve help. For the present it is announced 
that cash contributiors can be sent to Lyman 
J. Gage, First National Bank; clothing to the 
Humane Society Building, No. 563 Wabash 
avenue; aud food and provisions to the Re- 
lief and Aid Society Building, No. 53 La 
Salle street. 

In the meantime Chairman Madden of the 
Council Finance committee has called a 
meeting for next Monday afternoon at Bat- 
tery D, at which it is proposed to raise money 
and discuss the proper plans for collecting 
and disbursing relief. Other organizations 
are contributing in their own way. Churches 
and church societies are looking after their 
poor. Charitable societies and charitable 
people of all kinds are busily at work. Chi- 
cago has risen promptly and genercusly as it 
always does when humanity makes its ap- 
peal. There is no question it will do its 
whole duty. No one will be allowed to go 
cold or hungry this winter. There is no dan- 
ger that any one will starve. 

To accomplish this work with the utmost 
celerity and the largest .measure of success 
there should be a concentrated effort. Scat- 
teration may impede the good work, and im- 
position will be all the easier if numerous 
agencies are operating independent of each 
other, As far as possible the collection and 
distribution of charity should be made from 
a common center, so that well meant schemes 
of help shall not interfere with each other. 
Already it is reported by the police that the 
announcement that Chicago will help the des- 
titute has attracted the notice of outsiders, 
Nearly every freight train coming into the 
citys loaded with men eager to get places to 
sleep and something to eat. Many of these 
persons are professional tramps and loafers 
who do not deserve help and ought to be 
driven out of the city as fast as they are iden- 
tified or to be provided with work at the bride- 
well. Chicago will have all it can do to care 
for its own homeless and destitute ones with. 
out being obliged to feed and shelter a lot of 
chronic tramps and other pestiferous vaga- 
bonds. The Central committee should sift 
them out and the public should aid it in domg 
so. The wayin which the army of unem- 
ployed is being increased daily by these out- 
side loafers emphasizes the need of some cen- 
tral authority. If it be not fixed the demand 
for relief will swamp the various organiza- 

tions and the worthy poor and unemployed 
will suffer from these professionals, who al- 


ways are the most importunate and rapacious

THE ISSUE OF THE UNEMPLOYED. 
Mr. Hopkins began his speech at a ward 
meeting the other night by— 


ponents in discussing national questions in con- 
nection with the city campaign. The local 
issues which should engage their attention, he 
said, they were apparently trying to shirk. 

Yet only a short time ago the Democratic 
papers were saying that a Democrat should 
be elected Mayor because it was due to Mr. 
Cleveland and the Congressional majority,“ 
and also that the Democratic Congressional 
majority will naturally look to the second 
city in the country for guidance in legislative 
conduct regarding the tariff question. Then 
the Democrats had nothing to say about local 
issues. They cut no figure. The great thing 
was to secure an indorsement of Cleveland 
and the Wilson bill by means of a vote fora 
Democratic candidate for the Mayoralty, 

As the visible supply of the unemployed in- 
creased, and the unwisdom of asking them to 
indorse a policy which had made them home- 
less became apparent to the Democrats, they 
dropped the appeal for au indorsement as 
if it were a hot potato. They say now that 
the approaching election will have no national 
significance. So they will say until the elec- 
tion is over. Should Hopkins be successful 
they will change their tune. They will drop 
the local issues about which they are talking 
so glibly now. Nothing more will be heard 
from them about track elevation or making 
the police force non-partisan. 

It will be claimed here in the event of Hop- 
kins’ election, and it will be claimed at Wash- 
ington, with good reason, that Chicago wants 
the Wilson tariff bill passed and the ports of 
the United States opened to European cheap- 
labor goods at the expense of American 
wages and industries. The five Democrats 
who were elected to the House in 1892 by the 
votes of Chicago workingmen on a tariff 
for revenue only platform will be justified 
in the belief that there is no wish to counter- 
Mand the instructions gisen them a year ago 
to put the ax to the root of the protection 
tree, and they will march forward on the road 
which leads to low wages, hard times, and the 
poorhouse. 

If the wage classes of Chicago vote for 
Hopkins they must understand that their 
votes will be registered as if cast for the Wil- 
son tariff bill. If a man is pleased because 


thrown him ‘out of work or has cut down his 
pay, or anticipates witly gratification a reduc- 
tion of wages when that bill is put through, 
by all means let him put that fact on record 
by voting for Hopkins. That is the construc- 
tion which will be put on his vote whether he 
intends it or not. 

So if the workingmen of Chicago vote for 
Hopkins they will have only themselves to 
blame for low wages and scanty work here- 
after. For such a vote by them will make the 
Democratic Congressmen from this city and 
elsewhere all the more fixed in their deter- 
mination to pass a bill which they will con- 
clude is acceptable to their constituents. ? 


TOO ROSEATE A PICTURE. 
Vice-President Stevenson made a little ad- 
dress at the Augusta Exposition the other day 
in which he contrested the happy condition of 
affairs in the United States with the different 
condition elsewhere. Said he: 


From one end of the land to the other is heard 
the hum of industry. While England is arming 
for bloody conflict our great shops are engaged 
in the manufacture of implements of husbandry 
and not of war, the sure foreruoners of prosper- 
ity and contentment. 


The Vice-President has been for some weeks 
at Washington, which is not a manufacturing. 
city and has no great shops. It is probable, 
therefore, that when he spoke of the huin of 
industry being heard from one end of the 
land to the other he had in mind the fact that 
everything seemed to be going on well on 
Pennsylvania avenue, between the Capitol 
and the White House, and that the hum of 
the officeseeker was never silent there. | 

If he will come to Chicago or if he will go 
to New York he will find tens of thousands of 
men who would like to swell the hum of indus- 
try but are unable to do so. If he will go to 
Pittsburg or any of the other manufacturing 
cities of the North he will find *‘ great shops“ 
closed. He will find on inquiry that the im- 
plements of husbandry are not being manu- 
factured as extensively as before, and if he 
has the curiosity to ask the reason why he 
will be told it is because his party intends to 
admit most of those implements when made 
abroad duty free, and until the employers 
have figured out how much wages must be 
cut down on account of reduced protection 
they intend to manufacture only for immedi- 
ate consumption. 

The Vice-President would not talk so en- 
thusiastically if he had seen the corridors of 
the Chicago City Hall packed with men who 
want to work, but for whom there is no work. 
If he were to go to the office of the County 
Agent or to those of the different relief socie- 
ties he would begin to think that the hum of 
industry had died away to be replaced by the 
hum of the petition for food. As he has seen 
no distress in Washington he seems to think 
that the rest of the country is doing well. He 
should take a trip through the North and 
study the industrial conditions there before 
he expatiates again on the “ prosperity and 
contentment ’’ which prevail in the United 
States. 


UTAH SHOULD NOT BE MADE A STATE. 

The Democrats declared in their national 
platform that they were in favor of admitting 
Utah, New Mexico, and Arizona as States im- 
mediately. Bills for that purpose have been 
prepared. The one for the admission of Utah 
is before the House now, and a very sensi- 
ble speech in opposition to it was made day 
before yesterday by Congressman Harter, an 
Ohio Democrat. 

He said that he did not object to the bill on 
the ground of polygamy—he had no fears on 
that score. Nor did he think that if Utah 
were admitted the people would do what IIIi- 
nois had done, and elect as Governor a sym- 
pathizer with anarchy. His sole objection 
was that Utah did not have sufficient popula- 
tion and would not acquire it. He believed 
that there were too many undersized States in 
the Union now, and that it would be unwise 
and unjust to the larger commonwealths to 
add to the number. 

That is the vital objection to the conversion 
of Utah from a Territory into a State. Where 


as much power in the Senate as New York, 
Pennsylvania, or Illinois? It is true that 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and some other States 
had buta small population when admitted. 
They have grown and the momentary inequal- 
ity has disappeared. But neither Utah, New 
Mexico, nor Arizona has the potentialities of 
growth thatthey had. They never will have 
a large population. They never will be en- 
titled on any fair basis to two Senators. The 
equal representation of the States, large or 
small, was inevitable at the outset. It was 
one of the conditions of the formation of the 
Union. There is Lo necessity now for the ad- 
mission of small States. Nothing obliges 
Congress to admitas a State just that geo- 
graphical area which it organized previously 
into a Territory. It can unite New Mexico 
and Arizona and make one State of the two,

The last seven States ad- 
mitted to the Union have not grown as rapidly as 
States as they did under territorial form of gov- 
ernment, and they are represented by fourteen 
Senators at the other end of the Capitol—a rep- 
resentation entirely out of proportion to their 
population.

MEN DISLIKE JURY SERVICE. 

The slow progress made in getting twelve 
men qualified to act as jurors in the Prender- 
gast case was not due so much to 
the fact that talesmen have formed and ex- 
pressed opinions concerning the guilt of the 
accused as to the unwillingness of those who 
are best fitted to act as jurors to give up the 
time. They imagined that the trial might last 
forsome weeks, and they did not want to be se- 
cluded from the world for so long. They 
had their own business to attend to, or they 


knew that employers do not like to have their 


employés serving on juries. 

The result is that an extraordinary numbor 
of talesmen say they are inflexibly and con- 
scientiously opposed tothe infliction of the 
death penalty. Noone can form any idea 
how much tenderness and abhorrence of 
bloodshed there is in this community 
until he reads the examinations of 
jurors in a murder case, and finds 
man after man stating that he is op- 
posed to hanging, no matter how atrocious 
the crime may be. Thus one man was asked 
the other day, ‘‘ Supposing a stranger should 
enter your home, and without the slightest 
provocation butcher your wife and child, 
would you be in favor of hanging him?“ The 
reply was, I would not.“ 

Let when most of the people who make such 
answers are discussing crimes outside of a 
court-room they are quite as willing to hang a 
man who has committed a particular murder 
as is the warmest friend of capital punish- 
ment. Undoubtedly people are more humane 
than they used to be. Hangiug is not the 
panacea for all sorts of crime that it was 
once, There are also many people who, while 
they have no objection to capital punishment, 
would like to have some one besides them- 
selves inflict it. They are uot grieved if 
twelve other men sentence a murderer to 
death, but they do not like todo the job them- 
selves, 

The number of persons who are really con- 
scientiowsly opposed to the taking of human 
life by the State, and who can give a reason 
for the faith that is in them, is very small. 
There are such people, and their scruples are 
entitled to respect. but not many of them 
are to be found among the talesmen who got 
out of serving on the Prendergast or Cronin 
jury because opposed to capital punishment. 
‘‘Conscientious scruples’? were resorted to 
simply as one of the best ways of dodging 
jury service. If a man says he has such 
scruples that ends the matter, but it would be 
interesting if a man could be made to tell 
how long he had suffered from them, how 
his scruples grew up, and whether they had a 
religious or non-religious basis. Most of the 
persons thus interrogated. would be stumped. 

One of the talesmen having stated that he 
was in favor of hanging Prendergast was 
asked whether he would do so whether he was 
sane orinsane. His reply was that it did not 
make any difference. Such an answer as that 


can be attributed only to the desire to escape 


serving. A man would rater be told by the 
Judge that his remark is a barbarous one 
than be kept away from his family and his 
business for an indefinite length of time. 

It would be harder under any circumstances 
to get good juriesin thecity than in the 
country, for the farmers have more time on 
their hands than business-men. But it might 
be easier to get juries in the city if there 
were not such a dread on the part of jurors of 
the long trials which happen occasionally. 
The man who might be willing to give up a 
week of his time is not willing to surrender a 
month. He has seen how time is wasted by 
lawyers and he does not want to be a victim 
of unnecessarily protracted cross-examina- 
tions and unending arguments. There is no 
immediate prospect of a reform, however, 


and the difficulty of getting a jury in an im- 


portant criminal case will increase. In a 
few years more all Chicagoans who are really 
qualified to serve on juries will be afflicted— 
inside not outside the court-room—with con- 
scientious scruples against capital punish- 
ment. 
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THE WILDCAT IN GEORGIA. 

Last Monday the Legislature of the State 
of Georgia adopted resolutions favoring free 
coinage, State bank currency, and an income 
tax, and voted down a resolution indorsing 
President Clevelund. It declared that Con- 
gress has not constitutional authority to pro- 
hibit the issue of State bank notes, and that 
the States have the right to authorize their 
issue. Each of these statements is wildly and 
widely wrong. The Georgia Legislature can- 
not show the possession of any power to 
authorize private corporations to emit bills of 
credit or to coin money. when the Constitu- 
tion of the United States positively prohibits 
the State itself from doing either. Southern 
Democratic Legislatures are much given to 
the making of dogmatic asseverations when 
they cannot cite constitutional authority 
therefor. They readily mistake positiveness 
of statement for proof; or rather act as if 
they thought their constituents and the rest of 
mankind can be misled into accepting the 
one as a satisfactory substitute fur the other. 

Sec. 10 of the first article in the Consti- 
tution of the United States provitles that: 
„No State shall . coin money (or) 
emit bills of credit.“ Here is a positive pro- 
hibition, as clearly stated as it could bein a 
few words. The State has no power to do 
what is claimed by the Georgia Legislature, 
and evidently it was intended by the men who 
framed and adopted the Constitution that the 
State should have no such power or be per- 
mitted to delegate it to others. The plain 
meaning of the language used is that the 
powers named should be reserved to the 
United States Government, exclusive of all 
other governing organizations that may Vxist 
at any time in any part of the States or Terri- 
tories. And the Supreme Court has never de- 
creed that State Legislatures possess such 
powers. Hence it is clear that any kind of 
bills of credit, whether issued by a State or 
by a persona or corporation supposed to be 
authorized by a State, would bein violation 
both of the spirit and the letter of the Con- 
stitution. 

Why are the Southern Democrats, in 
Georgia and other States of the South, so very 
anxious for a reissue of State bank currency? 
It must be for the reason that they wish to 
bring round again the reign of the wildeat. 
They want to flood the land with unconstitu- 
tional, unprotected, rotten bills of credit to 
be circulated for a time among the people as 
money and then dropped out without redemp- 
tion, the loss tu be sustained by the ultimate 
holders of the bills. These advocates of red- 
dog currency can have no honest purpose in 
urging their wildcat schemes upon the coun- 


honest pensioners, 
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try. At the present time there is more money 
in the land than is sufficient for the needs of 
business, and if more be wanted in the future 
an abundance of soundly secured, constitu- 
tional, national bank notes of uniform value 
all over the Union can be had by modifying 
the existing law. ‘ Propositions for such 
changes as seem to be liberal enough to meet 
all legitimate requirements have been made 
by high Democratic officials, so that these 
Southern Democrats have not the excuse of 
not being willing to support reforms suggest- 
ed by Republicans. | 

The aims of these Georgia legislators are 
at once unconstitutional and dishonest. They 
are opposed to the laws of the United States 
and to the law of common justice as between 
manand man. The intent is to defraud, to 
have a currency which can be paid out for the 
purchase of property or in satisfaction of in- 
debtedness and then shrink in value while in 
the hands of the person to whom the money ”’ 
was paid. It is a scheme that deserves to 
rank on a par with that of the forger who 
makes and passes counterfeit money, of the 
confidence man who induces his victim to 
part with good cash in exchange for a worth- 
less bond, or of other swindlers who obtain 
money under false pretenses. It ig not higher 
than either of these in the scale of morality. 
It is a plan for accomplishing uuder the 
forms of law deeds which, if performed by 
individuals, would entitle them to places in 
the penitentiary. 


WATER SUPPLY OF CHICAGO. 

The current number of the ngineering 
Record contains an article on the water supply 
of this city, its source and sanitary aspects, 
written by Dr. Reynolds, our Commissioner 
of Health,and Allen Hazen of Lawrence, 
Mass. It states the present daily capacities 
of the four tunnels as 414 million gallons. 
Their length varies from one to four miles, 
but within a few months no water will be 
received from a source nearer than two miles 
from the shore of the lake, The water is 
pumped into the mains by 26 engines. Halfa 
dozen sewers in the South, and seven or eight 
in the North Division, empty into the 
lake, while all others empty into the 
river, During times!fof freshet there is 
a current in the river to the lake, which 
carries sewage with it. Consequently water 
taken from the shore intake at Chicago av- 
enue must be more ortless polluted with sew- 
age, and the same observation applies to 
the old intake through iron pipes at Lake 
View. ‘he flushing tunnel at Fullerton av- 
enue has a daily capacity of 148 million gal- 
lons, and the pumps at Bridgeport are now 
pumping 408 million gallons daily into the 
canal. The capacity of the latter will be in- 
creasedfsoon. 

The extensions of the various ‘tunnels in the 
last two years have secured a water less liable 
to pollution by sewage than was obtained 
formerly. The available analyses of the 
water are perhaps inadequate to measure the 
improvement accurately, but we can apply 
the typhoid fever death*rate test. The deaths 
from this cause were 6.72 per cent of the 
whole mortality for the year ending 
with September 1892, when the shore intakes 
at Lake View and Chicago avenue were open 
and the four-mile tunnel was not opened. 
For the greater part of the year ending with 
last September the shore inlets were closed 
entirely, and the four-mile tunnel at Four- 
teenth street and the one-mile tunnel at Lake 
View were in use. For that twelve months 
the deaths from typhoid fever were but 2.64 
per cent, or little more than one-third of the 
percentage for the preceding year. It is well 
known that people using a water supply to 
which they are unaccustomed are often more 
susceptible to any infection it may contain 
than are those who use such water regularly. 
A striking example of this was furnished at 
Philadelphia in 1876, when the typhoid death 
rate was nearly doubled, while in Chi- 
cago duringOthe present year for the 
first five months of the Exposi- 
tion the rate was less than half 
as high as for the corresponding months of the 
preceding year, and for the entire year under 
consideration there has been à reduction of 
over 60 per cent in the rate, in spite of the 
vast numbers of visitors continually present. 
It hardly can be doubted that the improve- 
ments in the water supply were the chief if 
not the only cause of this gratifying reduc- 


tion. 


The foilowing are the percentages of deaths 
from typhoid in other principal cities, accord- 
ing to the latest statistics available: Berlin, 
0.42; Boston, 1.22; Brooklyn, 0.80; Lon- 
don, 0.49; New York, 0.90; Paris, 1.01; 
Philadelphia, 2.22. London and Berlin, 
tabulated as having the lowest percentage of 
deaths from typhoid in the total mortality, 
use only filtered water. London draws nearly 
all of its water for some four or five millions 
of people from two grossly polluted rivers, 
the Thames and the Lea, and after filtering it 
supplies it to a population that is nearly free 
from typhoid fever. 
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THe Commander-in-Chief of the Grand 
Army .of the Republic ‘has issued a 
circular in which, after calling atten- 
tion to the statement made by the Presi- 
dentin his last message to the effect that 
thousands of neighborhoods have their well- 
known fraudulent pensioners, he calls on all 
comrades and posts to report to the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions any person not justly en- 
titled to a pension who is in receipt of one. 
This recommendation has been made before, 
but never by one in authority. It should be 
acted upon. Every motive urges the veterans, 
who look on their pensions as an honorable 
distinction, to weed out of the ranks of the 
pensioners those to whom the Nation owes 
nothing. There is no reason why they should 
not expose an impostor when they know of 
his existence, and if the Grand Army were to 
take this matter up the Pension Offige would 
be under obligations. It ought to be inclined 
to leave the detection of fraud in the hands of 
the veterans, who are better qualified to do the 
work than those special agents whom the bu- 
reau has on its pay-roll. The members of the 
Grand Army should act on the recommenda- 
tion of the Commander-in-Chief for the 
further purpose of showing how exaggerated 
are the statements which have been made on 
some occasions regarding the number of dis- 
The public will accept as 
correct whatever reports the Grand Army may 
make, when it sees that organization making 
war on pensioners who ought not to be on the 
rolls. 


Tun damage to water and gas pipes by un- 
derground electric currents was described 
some months ago in Tun Trrsuns and other 
papers. The trouble was more easily stated 
than a satisfactory remedy, but means for ob- 
viating the mischief, at least partially, were 
pointed out by practical electricians. The 
problem, is to prevent the current from leav- 
ing the wires along which it should flow, and 
taking a readier path along the pipes. It is 
now stated that a device has been invented by 
George Westinghouse Jr. which will meet the 
difficulty so far as the underground wires for 
the propulsion of electric cars are concerned. 
Alternating currents are to be used instead of 


the continuous currents hitherto employed, 


and it is claimed this will avoid the necessity 
of a return of the curreat to the generating 
station through the rails or along gas or 
water pipes. Two high tension lines are to be 
laid along the line of road to be operated, 
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and the current reduced to 4 safe working 
pressure by what are known to electrical ex- 
perts as “converters.” As there will be no 
current along the pipes there will not be any 
electrolytic action by the current on leaving 
them, that being the point at which the prin- 
cipal mischief has been done hitherto. It is 
said that the rew device will operate com- 
paratively independent of climatic influences.

The resolution offered by Mr. Hoar (Rep., 
Mass.) calling on the President for informa- 
tion as to the appointment of Mr. Blount as 
commissioner to Hawaii came up, and Mr. 
Frye (Rep., Me.) addressed the Senate 
thereon. Mr. Frye quoted from Mr. Gray’s 
remarks last Monday a sentence as to the 
American flag having been used for the pur- 
pose of dishonor, and said that one or two 
other Senators had made similar statements. 
„% What,“ Mr. Frye asked, ** was to be inferred 
from Mr. Gray’s declaration? Nothing under 
the sun except that the United States Min- 
ister to Honolulu had dishonored the 
flag of his country and had undertaken to 
commit an act of piracy. The Senator could 
only have derived information authorizing 
him to make such a statement from the 
Blount report. Mr. Frye said he did not 


know how far Mr. Blount’s report was before | 


the Senate. He did know that it was before 
the country in its entirety. He did not see, 
therefore, that there ought to be any delicacy 
about a reference to the Blount report, for it 
was today public property. In his judg- 
ment that was a most dangerous report—too 
dangerous for any Senator to base any serious 
attack upon against the character of any pri- 
vate citizen of the United States. He 
(Mr. Frye) affirmed*® without hesitation 
that Mr. Blount in his report had 
not written one line of truth, nor given one 
unprejudiced opinion, nor rendered one im- 
partial judgment. He (Mr. Frye) assumed 
that Mr. Gray’s statement was an attack on 
Mr. Stevens, who was charged with having 
dishonored the flag and committed an act of 
piracy. 
Extols Mr. Stevens. 

Mr. Stevens, he said, had been born in the 
State of Maine over seventy years ago. For 
more than forty years he had been a promi- 
nent figure in that State. For more than

His ropresoutative has given us the opportuni- 
ty to be heard before final action will be taken 
upon this issue.

Now, chief among these 
faise assumptions is one which seems to underlie 
the whole letter, that there has been submitted 
to arbitration to the President of the United 
States the question whether or not we had a right 
to establish a government in this country. Gen- 
tlemen, I challenge that r [Great 
applause, cheers, and cries of “ You're right.] 
The assumption is false in every respect. 
[Cheers and applause.) Let me briefly point 
out that two parties can make a contract, but it 
requires the consent of three to make valid arbi- 
tration, that of the two parties in interest and the 
arbitrator. The parties must clearly define the 
subject matter of arbitration. It is absurd to 
contend that this could be ony arbitration by in- 
terehco or imputation. 1. Has there been any 
issue raised? Has the provisional government 
submitted to the decision of anybody its right to 
exist? No. Not one word or act could be pro- 
duced in support of that contention. Gentlemen, 
from the nature of things, a government which

The General Managers of the various roads 
in the Central Traffic Association met at Com- 
missioner Blanchard’s office yesterday morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock to consider the demoraliza- 
tion in east-bound freight rates. The causes 
which led to the demoralization were freely 
discussed. The Erie laid the blame on the 
Vanderbilt roads, which it claimed had been 
manipulating rates to such an extent as to de- 
prive other lines of a fair proportion of the 
business. The Vanderbilt people tried to 
shift the blame to the Pennsylvania, which 
they claimed had private arrangements with 
a steamship line from Philadelphia. Threats 
have been freely made that if the freight war 
is not brought to a speedy close passenger 
rates would also be reduced. Aftera session 
of over six hours the following action was 
taken: 

That all east-bound rates be restored Jan. 1, 
1894, to tariffs in effect prior to Nov. 28. That 
no tariff be issued or rates quoted lower than the 
tariffs to become effective 8. 

That a meeting of the Western lines in Central 
Traffic Association territory and trunk lines be 
arranged for early next week, the Western lines 
pledging themselves to join with the trunk lines, 
to entor into some arrangement by which uni- 
form — rates shall be quoted via all ports, 
that through the medium of some office or organ- 
ization each line can have full information in re- 
gard to what others are doing in the way of ship- 
ments and rates, to the end that rates be main- 
tained, 

This action simply establishes a truce until 
a joint meeting between the managers of the 
Central Traffic and Trunk Line Associations 
has been held for the purpose of effecting a 
satisfactory agreement. The reduced rates 
unnounced yesterday 17 in any event re- 
main in effect until Jah. 


Brake Beam Cases in Court.
